been with my Grandfather and Grandmother, 


and wondered how 1 came to be uſed. with ſor 
little Compaſſion; but, as I had fram Nature: 
4. great Vivacity, I endured it all withour! 
ſhewing any; Impatience, or an altered Coun- 
tenance, which greatly difappointed my Ty. 
rauts, who were in Hopes to cow and depreſs! 


my Spirits, and, by Degrees, to make an 
End of me. Hereupan, a new Scheme was 


ſoon after put in Practice; for, a few Days 


they uſed me as they did at firſt, till they had 


completed it, and then my Uncle talked pub- 
lickly, in the Family, that he had got a 
Baarding- School for me, at ſome Diſtance from 
Town, where he was reſolved to place me, 
till my Mother ſent Orders for me, to 
come over to her.

uſed. to it, yowll like it very well. Sir, re- 
turn'd the othet Man, he feems as pretty a 
Lad as I ever ſaw in my life; don't be con- 
cerned, my dear, you ſhall not be hurt I pro- 
miſe you; and ſtepping to a Cheſt, or Locker, 
pulled out a Biſcuit, and gave me, which 1 
received with a low Bow. Soon after my Con- 
Yucor went aſhore again, and his Compa- 
nion taking me by the Hand, led me into the 
Cabin, and aſked me firſt my Name, next 
where I was born, and thirdly, how long I 
had been bound Prentice to the Captain; 
withal telling me he was Mate of the Ship, 
and would be very kind to me, Perhaps no 
Child of my Years had ever more Cunning, 
or a readier Reach of Thought; all my Reflec- 
tions of the preceding Night, and in my Paſ- 
ſage to the Ship, had tended to convince me, 
that my Uncle had, inſtead of carrying me 


to the Boarding School, ſold or given me to 
my preſent Poſſeſſor. 1 was always taught to 


be obliging to oy Body, and my natural

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Temper ſtrongly led me to it, 1 found i was 


going to Sea; an Element my Grandfather 
had commended ſo highly, to which I had no 


averſion, and fancied if 1 behaved well, I

Name, and reſolved to pleaſe him even in 


that, though I imagined it was nothing 


but his fancy; ſo | anſwered very chear- 
fully that my Name was Jack; that I was 
born at Ratcliff- Highway, and bound *Pren- 


tice laſt night; for ſo I imagined I was really 
then ſerv'd ſo by my Uncle, being otherwiſe 
-unacquainted with the meaning of the Term. 


Well, Jackey, he reply'd you're a ſweet Boy, 


Tou may live to be an Admiral: you did 
not come of the Scum of the Earth, I per- 


ceive, and I'll be your Maſter, I like you fo 
well, and teach you to be a Sailor. I thank'd 


him very kindly, and innocently added, that 
I hop'd if I was not a good Boy, he would 


let no body beat me but himſelf. He ſmiled 


at my requeſt, and anſwer'd, No, my dear, 


no- body fhall beat thee---I am ſure you'll ne- 
ver deſerve it, By the time this little Confer- 


_ ence was over, a Man brought ſome Meat in 


a wooden-planer;. and two others coming in, 
] was ſet at Table, by my new Friend, and my 
Heart being ſomewhat at Eaſe from his Beha- 
viour and Aſſurances, I eat very heartily of 
the Proviſions before me, often thinking of 
the Expreſſion, * You may live to be an Ad- 
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miral,* which I thought muſt be ſome great 
Poſt at Sea, and flattered my little Vanity 
highly. Mean Time, the other three Men 
regarded me with great) good Humour, and 
were fond of helping me to Victuals and 
Drink; and what pleaſed them highly was, 
that if they were at a Loſs for any thing, I 
cry'd out, can I find it, Sir? if you'll tell me 
where, I'll fetch this, and that, and t'other. 
So that they were not only diverted with my - 
Temper, but ſaid that I was the fineſt Boy 


that ever came on board a Veſltl, ſince they 


had known the Seas. Indeed, my Carriage 
was owing to the Manner in which I had been 
hitherto brought up; and no wonder the honeſt 
Tars were ſurpriſed at it, as few but the Chil- 


dren of mean People go to Sea, who diſplay 


on every Occaſion, the Baſeneſs of their Man- 


ners and Parentage, and the low ſulky Hu- 


mours they have imbib'd. | 
At Night, the Mate made me a Bed, in 
the Cabin next his own ; but my Mind was fo 
full of the Adventures of the preceeding Day, 
that I ſlept little till towards Morning, I re- 
collected all my dear Grandfather's Sea- faring 
Stories; built an hundred Caſtes in the Air; 
and as J lov'd both Knowledge and Inſtruc- 
tion, went to ſleep with a full Reſolution of 
learning readily all that might be taught me, 
and particularly to aſk my kind Friend, whom 
1 already liked fo well, to teach me to write, 


and let me know what 1 had 10 perform, in 
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order to pleaſe my Maſter, which at all Events 


I was reſolv'd to do. 


When the Mate left his Cabin, he gently 
waked me, ſaying;' Come, Jackey, it's Time 


to riſe; and before he call'd a ſecond Time, 
J was up, and accoſted him with a Goodmor- 
row, and, pray Sir, tel} me what I am to do 
this Morning! Ay, my dear, he ſaid, and Pl 
help you to do it too. Accordingly we went 
into the Cabin, which he inſtructed me te 


| ſweep and keep clean, ſhew'd me the Places 


where every thing was put, and what I muſt 
do when my Maſter was on board, and, after 
we had breakfaſted upon what was left the Day 
before, he ſhewed me all the Parts of the Ship, 


which was a Brigantine, called the William 


and Mary, that traded between London and 
Cork, Kinſale and Dublin in Ireland. I took 
every thing ſo readily, that he was quite charm- 


ed with me, and, before three Days were at an 


End, I could not only go to any Part of the 
Veſſel that I was bid, bur ſplice a Knot and 

aloft with great Readineſs, and performed 
very handily all the Offices of the Cabin; and 
before my Captain came on board, whoſe 
Name was John M*Namara, I had alſo made 


ſome Progreſs in writing, my Inſtructor being 


quite proud of teaching me every thing 1 de- 


fired ; his Name was George White, the Son 
of a Grocer in Old-ſtreet, London, who had 


uſed the Seas from my own Age; was an ex- 


cellent Sailor, and having bent his Mind that 
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Way, loved Books and Knowledge 
He was now twenty ſeven Years of Age, 


and of the moſt inviting Carriage that ever k 


obſerved upon the rugged Element he was 
employed in. | | . 
At the End of five Days, our Captain came 
on board, whilſt I was buſy in the Cabin, and 
I ſuppoſe heard my Fame from the Mate be- 
fore I ſaw him; for when he came, he put on 
a ſmiling Countenance, ſaying, Why, Jack, 
thou art a brave Boy indeed! Zounds! how 
neat every thing is here! And turning to the 
Mate, who was behind him, continued, Why 
George, this will make a very pretty Fellow 
---and between you and 1, I am reſolved to 
keep and encourage him, and not put a cer- 
tain Deſign in Execution, which one Time or 
other l' tell you- No- no, by G---d, 1 am 
not a Man for their turn neither. What ſayꝰſt 
Jack, wilt thou live with me, and be my 
Child? Yes, Sir, I reply'd with the utmoſt 
Vivacity, 1 hope 1 ſhall always live with you 
and that Gentleman --- 1 love you both dear- 
ly. The Spirit and innocent Freedom of this 
Anſwer made them both laugh, and my Maſ- 
ter ſqueez d me by the Hand, and return d. -

My 
Maſter was now dreſſed much better than 
when | firſt ſaw him, and I began to be re- 
conciled both to him and his looks, Which at 
firſt ſet m'd ſo rugged and unſociable. 1 found

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my Box was brought on board, which was 
opened by the Mate, and diſcovered. all the 
Clothes I had at my Uncle's, with ſome Shirts 
and other Matters, and the Books 1 had learn- 
ed at School, conſiſting of a Spelling-Book, 
a Bible, and Eſop's Fables. Well, ſays the 
Captain, this is very well, but you ſhall go 
on ſhore with me, and PII furniſh you with a 
Jacket and Trouſers, and other Things which 
will equip you for a little Sailor. The Mate 
applauded this Motion, and accordingly we 
went on ſhore, when was regaled at a Public 
Houſe in which we dined, and innocently aſk- 
ing the Name of the Place, was frankly an- 
ſwered that it was Deptford, a Town I had 
never heard mentioned before, and learned 
further that we were to ſet ſail the next Day. 
I look ad ſo well the enſuing Morning, when 
I was dreſſed in my new Attire, that the whole 
Ship's Company ſeem'd amaz d. What hab 
been bought for me was the beſt of every Sort, 
ſo that I began to think my preſent Situation, 
rather a Proof of the Kindneſs of my Uncle, 
than any Deſign againſt me, and ſtrutted about 
like a Hero from Deck to Deck. In the 
Forenoon' we got up our Anchor and were

The Harmony in which we had lived toge- 
ther on board this little Veſſel, ſcarcely of 100 
Tons Burthen, the good Nature of the Captain, 
his Mate, and the whole Crew, made it pain- 
ful to me to leave it, and the engaging Man- 
ner, in which I took leave of my Ship-mates 
finiſhed the abſolute Conqueſt 1 had made of 
their Affections --- When 1 had got into the 
Boat, ſeeing Mr White look concerned, as I 
thought, 1 hallow'd out with my uſual Viva- 
city, though with a peculiar Dulneſs of Coun- 
tenance---Sir, Good by'e---My Maſter ſays I

Books. off Navigation as were neceſſary, and 
my Maſter ſaid, if I got the better of them 
before his return, he'd make me a Preſent that 
ſhould ſurprize me. {Eh foro FR 
Amidſt all theſe Encouragements, I conti- 
nued to behave with that Modeſty. to, every- 
one, and with ſo much real love and Affection 
to my dear Miſtreſs, that ſhe could: ſcarcely 
bear me from her Sight, even at my School 
Hours, and an extraordinary Incident, conſi- 
dering my Years, ſtill more and more endear- 
ed me to her. She was ſeized with a violent 
Fever, which made every. one. imagine her. 
Life. was in great Danger, upon this Occaſion, 
my Heart was ſo full, that my favourite Stu ' 
dies were, neglected; and in a-moſt ſenſible - - 
anner, I begg'd my Maſter myſelf, to ex. 
uſe my coming to School, for I. could not 
ind any Thing till my dear Mamma was 
ell, He was a Man of Diſcernment and 
enderneſs; was pleaſed with. the Addreſs, 
and comply'd with it: For a whole Week I ne- 
er ſtirr'd from her Chamber, was never ſcen 
a ſmile, and my Eyes were perpetually over- 
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running with Tears. The Nurſe and- Maid 
let me do what I would, beholding me with 
Delight, every Minute going ſoftly to the Bed 
Side, looking tenderly at her, and often kif- 
ſing her Hand, whilſt ſhe was quite inſenſible 


of all that paſſed ; but the Strength of her 


Conſtitution, and Skill of the Phyſicians, at 
length got the better of ker Diſorder, and in 
2 Fortnight ſhe left her Bed, but was ſtill ve 

weak, I was the firſt Perſon-ſhe enquired af- 
ter when ſhe recovered her Senſes, and when 
ſhe heard my Grief and Aſſiduities, and, up- 
on a Viſit from my ” Maſter, the good Mr 
Croſby, my late Requeſt to him, and abſence 


from School, her Aſtoniſhment was extreme:

When I returned to School, I ſoon made 
amends for my trifling Ablence, by the Pro- 
greſs my deſire of lear aing ſoon occaſioned, 
and in leſs than eight Months, could tranſlate 
Latin into Engliſh, or turn Engliſh into La- 
tin tolerably well; wrote an excellent Hand, 
was a good Arithmetician, and underſtood 
the Theory of Navigation better than many 
Perſons, whole whole Lives had been dedicat- 
ed to that purſuit; nay, my maſter found me 
fo accute, that he had put Cunn's Euclid into 
my Hands, and already I could demonſtrate 
any Propoſition in his firſt five Books. In

membrance; of their Form of Government, 
the Manners and Cuſtoms vf the People; and 
and in particular, of their immenſe Trade, 
carried on to all Parts of the Globe, which 
renders it the Storehouſe. of tke World. | 
If theſe things amazed me, I was no leſs 
the Aſtoniſhment of the Merchants we were 
conſigned to, who often complimented the 
Captain upon his young Mate, one of my 
Years never having been in that Poſt before; 
and here we received, before we had com- 
pleated our Lading, moſt welcome Letters 
| from our Family, particularly 1 had one from 
1 my Polly, filled with the utmoſt Love and 
Tenderneſs, to which I returned an Anſwer, 
fraught with all the Affection, and wrote with 
all that fervour that ſoftened my Breaft, and 
was the effect of her Charms. I alſo wrote to 
my dear Mamma and her Mother, which the 
Captain did alſo. This Duty performed, ou 
Minds were ſomewhat eaſy. Nothing ver 
particular occurred in our Voyage from henee 
to Meſſina: in Sicily, whither we were fin

un with a moſt terrible Storm, and the very firſl. 
experienced, which however we weathered 
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ſafely, but with great Difficulty; Fatigue and 
Danger. The Captain was ſtill more plea ſed 
than ever, to ſee me on this Emergency, 
calm, compoſed and vigilant, which he was 
never tired of praiſing me for, when we had 
Leiſure ſufficient to unbend'ourſelves over a 
flowing Bowl. It was indeed ſome Matter 
for Aſtoniſhment, conſidering the tender U- 
age and ſoft living 1 had lately experienced, 
that the Hardſhips, Watchings, and Cares 
incident to a Sea faring Life, ſhould ſo well 
be born, and heeome ſo agreeable to me z but 
I ſeemed formed tor my Profeſſion, grew 
ſtrong and robuſt every Day, and my Health 
improved as well.as my Figure, of which the 
Captain never failed io give me very flattering 
Notices, We ſtaid only a Week in this de- 
lighrtul Idand, of which | had read ſo much 
in antient Authors, and from thence ſhaped 
our Courſe for Smyrna; but before we reached 
our Port, à new Trial of Courage and Con: 
ſtancy preſented itſelf. At about a League to 
the Southward, we diſcovered two ſmall Veſt 
ſels, by the help of our Glaſſes, coming before 
the Wind, with all their Sails a trip; who hav- 
ing that Advantage neared us apace; but as 
their Force appeared inferior-to ours, we were 
under no great Apprehenſion, for we mounted 
fixtern Carriage Guns, and were manned 
with'thirty Rout Hands, nor were deficient in 
Ammunition or ſmall Arms, and beſides 
knew. we were at Peace with all the Pyraticaj 
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States of Barbary, except the Salleetines, 
whom we had no great Apprehenſions from, 
ſo high in theſe Seas. come, my Dear, ſays 
captain M*Namara, if theſe are Enemies we 
muſt een fight them, I know no other Chance, 
To which I anſwered with great Vivacity 
That we will, Sir, 'tis better to die than to be 
Slaves. Accordingly we charged our Muſ- 
quets and loaded our Guns, appointed every 
Man his Poſt, mine being on the Quarter 
Deck, and prepared in earneſt for Battle, 
*T was too late, when we diſcoverd 'em, to 

ut about and ſtand from them; beſides they 
bas ſo much the Heels of our loaded Ship, 
that there could be no Probability of eſcap- 
ing; *twas therefore Policy to put the beſt 


Face upon the Matter, and we ſoon found 


that we had two Sallee Barks to deal with, 
full of men, who were now within hale of us. 


To our Comfort, however, the number of 


their hands ſeemed to be the only Difficulty 
we had to encounter, having few Guns and 


thoſe ſmall, and therefore the Captain rightly 


judged, that they would be immediately for 
boarding us, which indeed was exactly the 
Caſe; nor did they ſtay for many Compli- 
ments, but after firing a Shot to bring us too, 
endeavoured to drop upon our Quarters; but 
as they kept the Sallee Colours flying, we gave 
them three Cheers and a Broadſide, which 
immediately diſmaſted the Foremoſt, and kil- 
led her ſo many Men, that they lay by to-refit 
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their | ſhatiered Rigging, | whilſt the other ad · 
vanced ſending a ſhower of Shot into our Veſ- 
fel, by which two Men were killed, and my- 
ſelf received a ſlight Wound in the Shoulder, 
which, however, I / did not feel till the Blood

Boat, in order to board the other Bark in our 


Turn, which lay now like a Wreck, ſhe had 


been ſo mauled; but by fome Accident or other 


before we could effect our Deſign, ſhe blew 
up, with dreadful Exploſion, and the whole 
Crew were either torn to Pieces in the Air, 
or periſned in the Deep, except two poor 
Wretches, whom with Difficulty we ſaved. 
In about two Hours after, the Malteſe Veſſcl 
came up with his Prize, on which the Cap- 
. tain went on board him, and gave an Account 
of the Attack made upon us, and found the 

two Corſairs were mann'd with 110 Men, 49 
of which had either been killed by our Fire, 
or loſt in the Veſſel that had blown up, and 


that 36 had been killed in the other by us and 


the Captors, who had only three Men wound- 
ed and one killed. On our Part, ten were 
wounded and three killed. The Cruizer was a 
Ship of Force, commanded by a Spaniſh Knight 
of Malta, Don Geronimo Mendoza, who en- 
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tertained Captain MNanfjars with grekt Pulite- 
neſs, and ſent/ his Sutgean on board us to take: 
Care of our wounded Men, for we had not 
regular Practitioner with. us; who: alſo dreſſed: 
my: Hurt, which, choweyer, was but very 
ſlight, and we kept Company with him till 
we gat into Smyrna, when he bore- ax ay for 
the Morea with his Prize. Andi thus theſe 
Infidets met with «Reward for their Audacity, 
in cruizing ſo far from Home. When the 
Captain, the Night after the Engagement, 
was alone with me in the Cabin, he took me 
in his Arms, #d after a ſtrenuous and affec- 
tionate Embrace, ſaid, My deareſt Boy, 
you have ſhewed ſo much Steadineſs and 
Bravery in the late Action, that I ſhall never 
be able to acknowledge it ſufficiently; indeed 
can't love you better than before : --- I ſhall. 
from henceforward not only be your Father 
nominally; but will admit you immediately to 
all the Privileges of a Son---all I poſſeſs ſhall 
be yours, and nothing ſhall be with-heid from. 
you: Your Friends at Home will be pleaſed 
at your Behaviour, your Polly will adore her 
Hero --- and, I ſay the Word- ſhe ſhall be 
yours, as Part of the Reward of this ſhining 
Action, when your Ages will permit. I was 
ſo full of a gratefa] Senſe of this agreeable 
Addieſs, that I could not help falling upon 
my Knees and Kiſſing his Hand, and made 
him as near as I can, at this Diſtance of Time, 
remember, the following Reply, My Father, 
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my dear Father, for I never knew any other 
chat could Claim that Title, Words are too 
faint to expreſs the Obligations L ly under for 
all your in valuable Favours; I am the happi- 
eſt: Youth breathing, --- to you and my dear 
Mamma. I owe every Thing, and 'tis but jaſt 
that all the good qualities you have been the 
Author of, ſnould be employed for your Safe- 
ty and welfare. If 1 behaved well, it was 
owing to the example ſet me by you, and I 
hope every Day of my life will give me freſh 
Opportunities to diſplay the unbated Aﬀec-- 
tion and Gratitude, with which my Boſom is 
ſo replete. He hug'd me afreſh at the Conclu- 
ſion of theſe Words, and told me I was all o- 
ver a Miracle of Goodneſs and Generoſity.

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r ed at Damietta and Alexandria, from whence

i- of going on Shore that I eould deſire, and 
ri WM kept Company with the Chief Merchants of 
ſt our Nation, 1 had an Opportunity of ſeeing 
ie every Thing that deſerved Notice, by which 
e- WH my Mind was daily enlarged and improved, 
3 and before we left Venice I could talk very 
1 tolerable Italian. Still, 1 don't know how, I 
ſh ſighed after Cork and my dear Polly, whom, 
- WM 1 could ſeldom baniſh an Hour together from 
is my Thoughts. At Venice, we took in ano- 
u- ther Cargo for the Zant and Corfu, from 
o- whence we touch'd at Malta; in three Weeks 
| after which we paſc'd the Straits of Gilbralter, 
de aud arrived ſafely at adiz, where we once 
ny more renewed our Cargo in order to fail home- - 
us wards; after which I longed extremely, and 
n, Thought I began to breathe my native Air 
dle almoit, when we got into the Atlantic Occan. 
d, We had very ſtormy, wet and uncomfortable 
Weather till we arrived at Briſtol, where we: 


ſtaid near three Weeks, and had the Pleaſure 
of hearing from Hume, that all our Family 
were well, and in earneſt expectation of our 
Arrival, If I had cen looked upon as a kind 
wr Not a Prodigy elſewhere, my Fame was raiſed 
o, ſtill more at Briſtol, where the Merchants were 
at- mazed to ſec a Youth tranſacting Buſineſs of 
for the uimoſt Moment, with the Gravity and 


ch- Wed Attention of a Man of fifty; ſo that the 
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Captain led the Life of a-Gentleman,' confid- 
ing all to his Son : But when he ſhewed them 
my Journal, with the obſervations I had made 
upon the Bearings and Diſtances of the Coaſts 
we had ſailed upon, and the Marmers of the 
People, and not a few Remarks in Natural 
Hiſtory, and Compariſons with antient Times, 
I was never without one Invitation -or other, 
to be exhibited as a Sight, and the Biſhop be- 
ing in the City, I was even ſent for, and din- 
ed with him, who was ſo charmed with me, 
that he offered to take me into his Family, and 
promote me in the Church, it the Captain 
would have conſented : but neither he nor ! 
had any inclination to be ſevered from each o- 
ther. As to my Perſon, I was grown conſider: 
ably taller and ſomewhat fatter ; but it had yet

Houſe, an Opportunity offered itſelf, which I

Bourdeaux, from thence to Liſbon, and fo to 
Cork. * 
We performed this Voyage, without any 
ſiniſter Accident; at-the Concluſion of which, 
my Captain allowed me to be as good a Navi- 
gator as himſelf, and. even relied upon my 
Knowledge as much as his on; fo that, now 
we kept Watch and Watch, without my hav- 
ing an Aſſiſtant. And afterwards, in the 
ſpace of another Year, we were one Voyage 
to Dantzic and Hamburgh, another to Copen- 
hagen and Stockholm, and a third to Peterſ- 
burgh, Revel and Riga, thence to Glaſgow r 
in Scotland, and ſo to Ccrk. During all theſe 
Frips, my Polly and I wrote to each other, by

every Opportunity; our Love encreaſed eve- 
ry Day, and publicly was approved of by our 
Superiors; and Mr and Mrs M- Namara were 
more and more fond of their adopted Son, 
which they now frequently called me, but ſaid 
nothing further; and as for my Part, I almoſt 
adored them, their Welfare was upppermoſt 
in my Thoughts, and I ſtudied by every Action 
to prove wy Gratitude and Affection.

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The Captain and Mrs M Namara taſted our 
Happineſs with ſuch a Reliſh, as convinced 
me that they had gratified the Pride of their 
Hearts; and as to the old Lady, ſne was the 
moſt ſatisfied Woman breathing: For our 
Parts, our Union made us ſtill more diligent 
to oblige them, and ſhed a pleaſing Influence 
on every Thing we ſaid or tranſacted, that ar- 
gued the Eaſe, the Compoſure and the charm- 
ing Situation of our Souls, A Circumſtance 
alſo occurred, that lengthened out the Happi- 
neſs of which we were partaking; for a good 
Offer being made him, the Captain diſpoſed 
of his old Ship, and ſent Orders to London 
to have one builr of three hundred Tons, and 
to carry eighteen Guns,  v hich would take 
up near fourteen Months in performing, and 
this Veſſel he intended to make one Voyage 
in himicif, on a favourite Adventure, and 
then to retire for the Remainder of his Days, 
and give the Command of her to me. Only 
three Perſons, beſides himſelf, were concern 
ed in her; but he had the greateſt Share,

When we kad Advice that our 
Ship was built and rigg'd, it was agreed, I 
ſhould go over in the Packet from Dublin, 

freight her at London, and return as Captain 
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of her to Cork, providing Seamen in that 
Metropolis; for which Purpoſe, Captain 
M Namara wrote to his Correſpondents there, 
to uſe all their Intereſt to provide me a 
Freight againſt my Arrival, and do me all the 
good Offices in their Power, When the Time 
came, that I was to part with my dear Wife, 
though for ſo ſhort a Trip, my Grief was ex- 
treme, and that dear Creature expreſſcd fo 
much Affliction, that I experienced more Pain 
than ever 1 had done before; however, 1 en- 
deavoured to bear up under it, and by Dint

was going to tranſact, 
When I ſet our for London, I provided 


myſelf with a Pair of Piſtols in my Holſters, 
beſides a Brace in my Pocket, for it was the 


dead Time of the Year, and many Robberies 
were committed daily upon the Roads, in 


Somerſetſhire and Wiltſhire, I was accompa- 


nied to Chippenham, by ſeveral of my worthy 
Briſtol Friends, whoſe good Nature and Hoſ- 
pitality I cannot ſufficiently commend, and lay 
the firſt Night at Beckington, where I took 
up my Quarters at the beſt Inn in the Place; 
but being ſomewhat weary, I made a light 
Supper and immediately went ta Bed, where 
Repoſe ſoon ſealed up my Eyes, 1 might per- 
haps ſleep near three or four Hours, when [ 
was awakened by a terrible Series of Groans, 
from an adjoining Apartment, which ſeemed 
divided from mine only by a ſlight Partition; 
yet I could obſerve no light, nor heard a 


Word ſpoken, though the doleful Groaning 
ſtill continued with a Kind of rattling Noiſe, 


ſeemingly in the Throat, as if ſtruggling for 
Breath. I can't ſay but I was ſurprized great- 


ly, being juſt awakened from my Sleep, and 


thinking ſome Murder had been committed: 
.Tjumped out of Bed, ſlipp'd my Coat on, and 
arming myſelf with my Hanger and a Piſtol, 
opened my Door and. called the Chamberlain, 
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whole Houſe, and then told them the Reafon 
of my diſturbing them. Upon this we went 
tothe Apartment, whence the Noiſe had pro- 
ceeded, where, the Chamberlain told me'a 
Gentleman and his Wife, as he ſuppoled, lay 
laſt Night, and that, moreover, he obſerved 
they were not in @ very good Humour with 
each other, when they retired to reſt, The 
Door being lock'd, though we could not feel 
the Key in the Key-Hole, we took the Pre- 
eaution to knock for a conſiderable Time; 
but finding it to no Purpoſe, ſoon, by our 
united Efforts, broke it open; where, good 
God! a moſt ſhocking Spectacle preſented it- 
felt, a Woman, ſeemingly. near fifty Years of 
Ape, lying naked on the Foor, with five or 
6x viſible Contuſions on her Face, Neck and 
Breaſt, one of her Arms broke, and her 
Throat cut from Ear to Ear, which, how- 
ever, the Surgeon that was ſpeedily called, 
fad; was not the Oocafion of her Death, the 
Windpipe being only razed, and he aſcribed 
it principally to Loſs of Blood by that Wound, 
and a Bruſe underneath the left Breaſt, which 
ſecmed to have been given with the handle of 
a Horſewhip, os ſome ſuch Thing, the Skin 
and Fleſh being actually broke with the Force 
of the Blow. Whilſt ſome of us remained 
near this melancholy Scene, to aſſiſt rhe Sur- 
geon, the Chamberlain Hoſt and Hoſtler, in- 
ſpecting the Stable, found the Man had got 
his. Horſe out, and broke through a Way at

the Back of the Houſe, into an adjornin 
Lane, having firſt lock'd his murdered Wit: 


in the Room, and ſo made his Eſcape. Here- 
upon five or ſix Horſemen ſet out ſeveral 


Ways, to endeavour to overtake, and bring 
him to Juſtice; and as I had no Inclination to 


further Sleep, after ſo ſtrange a Diſcovery, 1 


dreſſed myſelf, and went down Stairs with the 
Surgeon and two or three Gueſts and Towns- 
people, where, calling for a Bowl of -Punch, 
we began to diſcourſe about this dreadful] Ac- 
cident. As I found my Companions good- 
natured converſible Men, I was not ſorry that 
I had left my Bed, where, after ſuch an Oc- 
currence, none but a Brute could ſleep. It 
was ſix in the Morning before any of the 


Purſuers returned; and they came altogether, 


for the Hue and Cry having been raiſed, the 
Murderer was overtaken at the Edge of Marl- 
borough Downs, and feeing himſelf ſurround- 


ed, ſurrendered without any Reſiſtance, tho 


arm'd with a Hanger and Piſtols before him, 
He was a young Fellow of about thirty, of no 
Deſpicable Aſpect, and upon ſearching him, 
Proof enough aroſe, beſides his Flight, of his 


having perpetrated the Crime with which he 


was charged; for, in a green ſilk Purſe, which 
the Woman had been obſerved to pull out at- 
ter Supper, was near ſixty Guineas and three 
Rings, one of them a Diamond Hoop of re- 


markable Luſtre, which had alſo been obſerv- 


ed an her Finger oy che Waiter who attend- 
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ed them at their firſt Arrival, and which, n 
Trial, not only fitted, but had left a plain 

Mark of its uſual Poſition behind it. In a 
Side-pocket was alſo a large Claſp-knife, with 
ſtains of Blood which had been but haſtily 
wiped off; and his Wriſtbands and Ruffles 
were in ſeveral Places ſpotted with ſanguine 
Drops, and five or fix were alſo taken Notice 
of on his Waiſtcoat, and the upper Parts of 
his white Stockings. This Cloud of Circum- 
ſtances would have determined any Jury to 
have found him guilty; when the poor 
Wretch, who hardly look'd up for ſome Time, 


after his Examination, for which Purpoſe a 


neighbouring Gentleman in the Commiſſion of 
the Peace attended, thus addreſs'd the Compa- 
ny. I know, Gentlemen, 'm a dead Man--- 
and the Ways of Heaven are juſt---1 ſhall give 
the Court no further Trouble, when Pm try'd 
than 1 have given you---I am guilty of the 
Fact, nor do I wiſh now to eſcape the Puniſh- 
ment I deſerve; though, except this Murder, 
am a more innocent Perſon than the deceaſ- 
ed, She is, Gentlemen, a Tradeſman's Wife 


in the Borough of Southwark, and, conceiv- 


ing a Paſſion for me, has drawn me into the 
Commiſſion of a Thouſand Crimes; three 
Days ago, after robbing her Huſband, whom 
ſhe had frequently attempted to put an end to 
by Poiſon, we ſet out, intending for Park- 
Gate, and thence to Dublin, where we 
hought it would be eaſy to procure a Paſſage . 


o France; but a Quarrel, which happened 
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between us Yeſterday, #oſe laſt Night to ſo 
extraordinary an Height, that urg'd- thereto 
by her fiery and provoking Temper, I ſerved 
her in the Manner you have beheld. I am 
now a moſt melancholy and fearful Inſtance of 
the juſt Judgments of the Almighty, whoſe 
Ordinances I have tranſgreſſed, and of whom 
J have lived in open Defiance; and may all 
Men take- Warning by my- unhappy Fate. 
You require my Name; but ! ſhall not tell it, 
till I come before the Face of a Judge,---and, 
would to God it was never again to- be men- 
tioned; but for ever obliterated from the 
Memory of all Mankind. - He ſpoke theſe 
Words with ſo much affecting Action, that 
all Eyes were fixed upon him; and, as every 
one, to have the fuller View, had withdrawn 
to ſome Diſlance from the Table, on which lay 
his Piſtols, the Charges whereof had not been 
drawn, he ſeized one of them with prodigi- 
ous Swiftneſs, cocked it at the ſame Inſtant, 
and before any one had Preſence of Mind 
ſufficient to oppoſe him, ſhot himſelf through 
the Head, and fell proſtrate upon the Floor. 
The whole Company were ſtrangely amaz- 
ed at this deſperate Concluſion, and, as for 
my Part, I was fo fhocked and affected, that 
I could hardly ſupport myſelf from falling 
So manifeſt a Diſplay of Divine Juſtice upon 
theſe Criminals, filled me with reverential awe, 
and I ſet out ſoon afterwards upon my Jour- 
ney, with a Mind full of Reflection upon 
the horrid Event, and a Soul, bleeding 
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almoſt, at the Miferigs, Diſorders, and Wick - 
edneſſes of human Nature; nor did I fail to 
minute in my Pocket-Book, every Particular 
of ſuch an uncommon Incident. I took ſo much 
Time in my Tour, in viewing every Thing 
curious, that it was four Days before I arriv- 
ed. at Maidenhead, to a Gentleman's in the 
Neighbourhood, of which Place I had a re- 
commendatory Letter from Briſtol, and whoſe 
Hoſpitality kept me two Days more at his 
Houſe. | 

I muſt confeſs, though I knew England was 
my native Conntry, yet, having lived from 
my Infancy in Ireland, and left there; all 
that was dear or valuable to me, I did not 
feel in myſelf that Enthuſiaſm of delight that 
generally affects the Mind, after a long Ab- 
ſence; nay, which it is ſaid, naturally inſpires 
us, on viſiting the Places of our Births, My 
Thoughts were, perpetually dwelling on the 
Joys I had left behind; my lovely Polly dic- 
tated every Idea, and I longed rather to re- 
turn to my dear Foſter Father and Mother, 
than to proceed to my native City, of which 
I had loſt all Manner of Remembrance: I juſt 
could now recolle& ſomewhat faintly of my 
Grandfather and Grandmother ; but had ab- 
ſolutely forgot my real Name, and my Uncle 
and his Family were almoſt totally eradicated 
from my Memory; and beſides, Mr M*Na- 
mara had lately hinted to me that he was dead: 
| muſt own, however, that frequently I rumi- 
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nated whether I hadanyParents living, and what 
they were, for was firmly convinced I was not 
related toe the Family I had lived and been 
brought up in, any otherwiſe than by Marri- 
age, as well from my ſlight Remembrance of 
the Manner of my firſt coming to it, as from 
the various Hints they had let fall within theſe 
laſt two Years, But the Diſtinction paid me 
by them, my being indebted to them for all 
my preſent. Happineſs, my entirely loving 
them, and having ſo long born the Character 
of a Son, had chill'd my Mind to any Enqui- 


ries into former Events; nay, Leven dreaded 


2 Diſcovery of being leſs their Relation; a 
Diſcovery alſo that the Captain my Friend and 
Patron, ſeem'd always greatly averſe to. Yet 
ſometimes the Thought of having Parents alive, 
and never ſeeing them, and of their perhaps 
being grieved at my Abſence, ſtruck me with 
violent Pangs, and ſpread a Kind of a Tremor 
through my Soul, | 

As it was near three o Clock in the After- 
noon when l ſet out from Maidenkead, it was 
dark before I reach'd Hounſlow, on which 
Account I put up there for the enſuing Night, 
and the next Day reached London, time e- 
nough to be a Witneſs of the Hurry and 
Noiſe in that opulent City; and repairing to 
the firſt inn I came at, left my Horſe, and 
taking a Haekney Coach, ordered it to drive 


to Crutched Fryars, to the Merchant's Houſe 


that Captain M*Namara had given me Letters 
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to, who received me in a very dittinguiſhing 

Manner, and provided me with the beſt Ap- 
artment in his Houſe. At his Invitation and 

15 Lady's, 1 for ſome Days partook of che 


Diverſions and Entertainments this famous 


City affords, and viſited every Place of pub- 
lic Reſort; yet did not forget to write to my 
Wife and our Family, to let them know of 
my ſafe Arrival; in anſwer to which I receiv- 
ed Aſſurances of their Health and Welfare, 
to my great Satisfaction. It was near three 
Weeks before my Veſſel was ready for ſailing, 
and my Principals having left the Chriftening 
of her to me, I named her the Charming 


Molly, in Honour of my Spouſe. She was 


built by Mr Taylor of Rotherhith, and was 
as complete a molded Veſſel as ever came out 
of a Dock. When I had ſettled all Matters 
with that Gentleman, my next Buſineſs was 


to look out for a Freight, to any Port of Ire- 


land; and here again I experienced how much 
| had gained the Favour of my London 
Friends; for I never expected a greater Lad- 
ing than would juſt pay the Expences of the 
Voyage, whereas they had taken ſo much 
Cate to encourage the young Captain, as 
they called me, that 1 was quite full, and 
likely to make even a profitable Trip of it. I 
had procured ſixteen very able Hands, and 
engaged a Devonſhire Man, one Mr Courtney 
& my Mate, with an Aſſurance, if we liked 
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him, of going our next Voyage, in the fame 
Capacity. | 0 
And now, being ready, I fell down to 
Graveſend, where I took in a Paſſenger or two, 
and a fair Wind ſpringing up, ſtood through 
the Channel, in longing Expectation of ſeeing 


my Family. My Ship was a prime Sailor, 


which gave me great Pleaſure, and my Hands | 
all willing and ready, ſo that I did not doubt 
of a few Days bringing me home, Where! 
was firſt to touch, though ſome of my Cargo 
was conſigned to Kinſale and Dublin; but 
when we got a-breaſt of Dover, the Wind 
came about to the S. W. with ſuch hard 
Gales, that we were frequently obliged to lie 
too, and, after ſome Days beating about in 
the Channel, to put into a Bay called Jack in 
the Baſket, at the back of the Iſle of Wight, 
where we lay ſecurely, waiting for propitious 
' Gales and fair Weather, We had ſcarcely let 
go our Anchor, before the Cuſtom Houle Of. 
ficers came on board; and as a Ship of near 
our own Burden, by Appearance, lay above 
us, I aſked them her Name, and that of her 
Captain ; but judge my agreeable Surprize, 
when L was told it was the Adventure of and 
for Rotterdam, commanded by Captain White. 
Though I did not know the Name of his Ship, 
yet from the Port ſhe belonged to, and the 
Name of the Commander, I not at all doubt-

I 
had ſcarce ſaluted the Town, and dropped 
my Anchor, but 1 found a Boat along Side 
of me, and in it my charming Polly, her 
Nurſe and Son, Captain M*ramara and his 
Wife, and our Mother-in-Law, together 
with Dr Gulſton, and Mr Coſby, who all long- 
ed to ſee me and my Ship, and to congratu- 
late my ſafe Arrival, No Words can truly 
. deſcribe the extatic Bliſs I felt, in folding the 

faithful Partner of my Heart to my throbbing 
Boſom, or in ſqueezing the dear little Pledge 
of our Affection in my arms; 1 was truly re- 
Joiced allo to ſee my dear Captain, my excel- 
lent Mamma, and all our Friends, who were 
never tired of praiſing me, my Men, and 
the Veſſel, which was in Truth one of the 
fineſt Merchantmen that ever entered our Har- 
bour. What gave me infinite Delight allo, 
was the Praiſes that Mr M*namara had be- 
ſtowed on the neatneſs that appeared every 


where, and good Decorum of my Men, and

He had, nay we all had, as much of the 
Goods of Fortune as were neceſſary to make 
our Lives eaſy, and to bear us up above the 
Storms of Fate; in ſhort, as to my Part, I 
had not an unſatisfied Wiſh, and was fo 
charmed with my Family, that it was a Mat- 
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ter of little concern to me whether I ever 
went to Sea again; but the Captain like an 
old Stagger, reſolved to make a bold Puſh at 
once, after the Completion of his Fortune, 
by a concerted Voyage to the South Seas, 
with a proper Cargo, though he riſked Impri- 
ſonment, Ship and all, in the Adventure; 
thus it happens, as Prior ſays, 


That cruel ſomething unpoſſeſt, 
Corrodes and leavens all the reſt; 
That ſomething, if we could obtain, 
Would ſoon create a future Pain. 


For though, in whatſoever State we are, 


Cares and Anxieties are continually attending 
it, yet we are ſtill ambitious to load ourſelves 
with more; and moſt of our Reſearches are 
after, what?

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APTAIN M'namara was a Man of 
good Senſe; yet though he had, with

enough to ſecure our Happineſs already, if 
well improved, on Shore, without hazardin 
the Ruin of all my fond Schemes by uſeleſs 
and hazardous Attempts after more ; and be- 
ſides I was aſſured of what my Mother-in- 
Law, the Captain and his Wife had in Poſ- 
ſeſſion, at their Deceaſe, for the Latter ſeem- 
ed rather too much advanced in Life to ex- 
pect Children. However, I had ſuch a Ve- 
neration for him, that I thought it not proper 
to remonſtrate againſt, or ſeem averſe to his 
Deſigns, and endeavoured to compoſe myſelf 
to their Execution, with all the Art J had, 
and prepare my dear Wife's Mind for the ap- 
proaching long and tedious Abſence, the Idea 
of v hich had already coſt her Siſter and Mo- 
ther many Tears.

* ed in the preſent Caſe.

is One of theſe Evenings, his Man accidents 
d. ally came by, in the Coat I. had. beſtow d u. 
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pon him, and whether he had not worn it be. 
fore, or whether his Maſter's Paſſion blinded 
him, 1 can't teil, but he ran the unhappy 
Fellow through. the Body, and fied to Sanc- 
tuary. When l heard of this Murder, 1 was 
reatly eoncerned, and, to-do Juſtice to my- 
if and the Lady, wrote a Letter to unde- 
eeive him. What it produced in her Þavoutr 
can't determine; for by the Time he re- 


eeived it, we had weighed and put to Seaz. 
with a fair Wind, to proceed on our intend- 


ed Voyage. 9 


We thaped our Courſe S. S. W. for the 

Cape Verde Iſlands, with an Intent to wood 
and Mater, and for four or five Days conti- 
nued to have caly and proſperous Gales, till 
in Latitude 25 6. the Wind chopped about 
to the Southward of the Eaſt, and blew with 
continued Violence for ſeveral Days, a Thing 


not very uſual in the Limits of the Trade 
Winds, in the Month of October; we were 
obliged the ſecond. Day toy too, and let the 
Ship drive with che Fempeſt, and at length, 
to try a Hull, in which diſmal Situation the 


Waves broke over us with ſuch Force, that 


we apprehended every Minute we ſhould 
have foundered and gone to the Bottom, In 


ſhort, this was a trying Storm, but however, 


afforded us the Satisfaction. of perceiving that 
our Mates and the whole Crew, were as good 
Hands as ever ſtepped between Stem and 
Stern of. a Ship, When. the Starin. abated, 


= wo hk Oc at wet. 
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ve found we were driven back, to the 
Height of the Canary Hands, but then 4 
Breeze ſpringing up at E. N. E. we Won 
recovered our old Latitude, and then ſhifting 
to N. W. by N. we in about ſix Days made 
St Anthony, the Weſternmoſt of the Cape 
Verde iflands, and running in between it 
and St Vincent, dropped Anchor in a Bay to 


the North - Eaſtward, juſt above the Town. 


Here we lay near a Fortnight, till we had 
ſufficiently- wooded and watered, and procut- 
ed an Addition to our live Stock, with Herbs 
and Roots peculiar to the Iſland, which were 
of great Service to our Healths. It was the 
29th of October before we departed from this 
Place, after which we met with nothing re 
markable, till we reckoned ourſelves a breaſt 
of the Carribee Iſlands, and in Longitude 
54 © Weſt. of London, when, all on a ſud- 
den, about the Hour of Midnight, it being my 
Watch upon Deck, we heard a diſmal — 
followed hs a Shower, as it were of Fire, 
which broke over us, as if the whole Diſſd- 
lution of the World was coming on; I was 
ſtruck down and Remained inſenſihle for ſome 
Time; but when I recovered, found myſeif 
through Mercy, unhurtz but three of my 
Watch were killed, and another very much 
{chorched, and thoſe that thus ditmally Joſt - 
their Lives, ſeemed to be reduced to a per- 


fe Cinder, and all the Buckles, Buttons, 


end every. Thing elſe of Metal which they 
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had about them weie melted. Our Main- 
top- gallant Maſt was ſplit to Pieces, and our | 
Main Malt much ſhattered, our Pumps were | 
ſplit, and one of them burſt between Decks, | 
four of our lower Deck- Planks were torn up, f 
and our Main- wale burſt through about two N 
Feet above Water, and the Ship was filled | 
with a ſulphurous Smoke. The-horrid Crack, ] 
which preceededallthis, was of no donger Du- 0 
ration than whilſt a Man could tell Twenty. Wl ., 
Such an extraordinary ſudden Exploſion, a MW , 
it may be called, was hardly ever experien- 
.ced, and the oldeſt Navigator amongſt us, | 
never even heard of the like in thele Sea, M þ 
The Captain and my Rrother Officers, were i 
in an Inſtant upon Deck, where the firſt | 
Sight that preſented, was me, -lying on the 
Quarter Deck motionleſs. At this Sight the 
former broke out into loud Lamentatiom, 
crying, Ch! Heavens, he's dead! I have loſt 
my Son! and. flinging himſelf down by me, 
with his warm Preflure reſtored me to my- 
ſelf, and then his Joy was -as-exquiſite as his 
:Grief had been, at which I teſtified, a true 
filial Gratitude. We all lamented the unhap- 
py Accident, ard buried our deceaſed Com- 
panions, with decent Ceremony, myſelf be- 
ing Chaplain upon the Occaſion, and reading 
the Burial Service as we committed their Bo- 
dies to the Deep. We ſoon repaired our 
other Damages, and made Shift with our 
Fore and Mizen- Maſts to get ſafe into the 
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Harbour of St John's at Antigua, where we 
ſupplied the place of our ſhattered Main- maſt 
by a new one. We were a very ſerious or- 
derly Crew before; but this Chaſtiſement 
from heaven made us ſtill more circumſpect, 
and I read Prayers twice a Day, all Hands 
being called up for that Purpoſe, during the 


; Reſt of our Voyage to Jamaica, where we 


caſt Anchor in Port Royal Harbour in about 


three Weeks afterwards, And here our Cor- 


reſpondent aforementioned -came 'on Board, 
and viewed the Ship, was mightily pleaſed 
with every Thing about her, and thought 
her very fit for the Service intended. Wil- 
ling therefore, on all Accounts, to follow his 
Directions, we complied in taking a Trip to 
the North Sea, by Way of Trial, in which 
we had more Succeſs than our warmeſt Ex- 
pectations foretold; for, trying our Luck at 
dancta Martha, and Rio Grande, we diſpoſed 
of near half our Cargo for good Gold and Sil- 
ver, and at our Return to Jamaica, were 
able to 'remic a conſiderable Sum to our Oun- 
ers, and as my 500 l. was doubled, I remit- 
ed the Encreaſe to my Polly, ro whom, and 
the other Ladies, we had an Opportunity of 
writing, by a Min of War of twenty Guns, 
which was going to England: Capt. M'na- 
mara alſo ſent home his Share of our Profit 
and, before we left Jimaica again, we were 
able not only to repieniſh- our Cargo, but to 
pay our Men every Rat of their- Wages 
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from their firſt Entrance; and they had fuch 
an Opinion of the Veyage we were going u- 
pon, that though conſiderable Sums were at 
this Time offered to ſeamen for the Run 
home, not one of them left us, but ſwore 
they'd live and die by us. We alſo procured 
three other Hands in the Room of thoſe we 
ſo unfortunately leſt. Its impoſſible to tell 
what a pleaſing Eaſe inſinuated itſelf into our 


Boſoms, at having this Opportunity of writ- 


ing home to the dear Partners of our Hearts; 
next to ſeeing them, and enjoying their Com- 
pany, nothing could be more delightful, and 
it conſiderably abated that perpetual Gloom 
that dwelt upon my Mind, when my 
Thoughts, as they every Moment were, were 
directed homewards. The ſoft and tender 
Sentiments we bore to our Wives, made us 
alſo ſympathetically partake of others Cares, 
and we afforded all our married Men Oppor- 
tunity to inclaſe their Letters in our Packet, 
by which they were ſure they would have a 
ſafer Conveyance, if the Ship met with no 
Accident in her Voyage, than if they had 
gone ſingly and recommended only by them- 
ſelves. | 
Mr Courtney and Mr Lillingſton, appear- 
ed ſuch truſty and careful Officers, that the 
Captain and I, during our Stay at Jamaica, 
lodge | on Shore, at Mr Douglas's the Agent's, 
| and never lay on board, or tarry'd there any 
Time, but when the two Mates wanted to

be on Shore at the ſame Time; for indeed 
we denied' them no reafonable Liberty, nor 
any of the Seamen. 


Dne Evening returning to our Lodging 


from the Attorney General's, where we kad 
apreeably: ſpent the preceeding Hours, as we 


were turning the Corner into Paradiſe- Row. 


a Parcel of drunken Pôrtugueſe Sailors, be- 
longing to a Brig that lay in the Harbour, ſet 
upon us, and, before we could well draw our 
Swords, had given us ſeveral Bous with their 

Bludgeons and Sticks, without the leaſt Af- 
front or Provocation; as they continued to 
purſue their Inſult, and were near ten in 
Number, and ſome armed with Cutlaſſos, we 

percevied we mult fight our Way through, 
and accordingly, attacking. the cowardly 
Dogs, we foon let them fee we were able to 
detend ourſelves, to their Hurt, for, in two 
Minutes I ran one of them through the Short- 


ibs, and the Captain wounded a ſecond, but, 


by the Stroke of a Club, had immediately 
his Sword ſnapp'd ſhort, «cloſe to the Hilt, 
and the Fellow had his Hand up again to re- 
u his Blow on his Head, which would 

ave infallibly knock'd out his Brains, when 
I opportunely ran him through the Heart, 
and then ſeizing his Club, toſſed my Sword 
to Mr M*namara, and both together made 
ſuch vigorous Efforts, that we ſet the Reſt to 
ſcamper for their Lives. As this was not the 
fieft Riot they had m— guilty of at Kingſton, 
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we immediateiy returned from whence: we 
came, and accompanied by Mr Attorney, 
went to the Governor, who immediately or- 


dered out a Poſſe with the Provoſt- Marſhal, 
to le1ze them, that they might meet with their 
due Punuhment. They were all found in a 
Cottage, a little without the Town, and com- 
Riitted to Goal, The Captain, when we 


were alone, took me in his Arms, and faid, 


my dear Son, I have ever loved you as much 
or more than I do myſelf, and the Gallantry 


with-which you have ſaved my Life, has (till. 


if poſſible more increaſed my Affection: In 
Return, VII endeavour,, by every means in 
my Power, to make you happy, Oh! m 
Father, I returned, you. have been-always 6 
kind and good, that I can receive no Addi- 
tion to my Happineſs---none but---and I fear 
to mention it---a ſafe return to Cork to my 
dear Wite, my excellent Mother, and our other 
good Lady----and a firm Reſolve in you to 
tpend the Remainder of your Days retir'd 
trom the Dangers of the turbulent Ocean, 
and every Thing elſe that can annoy you; 
contented in receiving my dutiful Endeavours 
to oblige, with thoſe of my Wife and Chil- 
dren, Oh! how bleſſedly would our Minutes 
flow, pleaſed with ourlelves, and pleaſing all 
around us, and if not the richeſt, the . hap- 


pieſtePerſons living. My dear, he reply'd, 


afreſh embracing me, I never told you ſo di- 


tectliy; but it we live to get ſafe home, III 
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entirely conform to your Scheme, nor will 
ever agaui, myſelf, or conſent to your leaving 
our Family. This Concluſion encrealed my 
Eſteem for him, and my mind began to ſwell 
with the fancied Ideas of future domeſtick 
Enjoyments, the Blandiſtments of Love, and 
the charms of Friendſhip, and, for ſome Mo- | 
ments I forgot the awful Diſtance between 
me and-my lovely Wite. , | 

The next Day, the Town was full of our 
Adventure; and we were admired by every 
Body for our Bravery ; but the Life that was 
loft gave me great Concern, though I knew 
if it had been ſpared, we muſt ourſelves have 
fallen. Sacrifices. About Noon; the Portu- 
gueſe Captain waited upon us, to intercede 
for his impriſoned Men, his Name was Jaco- 
mo Villegas, and his Perſon ſtruck us at firſt 
Sight; there was a Mixture of ſuch Dignity 
and Sweetneſs in his Countenance, which 
his Addreſs and Speech in no Manner bely'd. 
He ſpoke tolerable Engliſn, and: ſeem'd to 
be between twenty and thirty - Years of Age. 
He did not offer to juſtify his Men; but 
highly condemned them, only hoped, as-we 
had received no great Hurt, that the Life 
that was deſervedly loſt, might atone for the 
Crimes of the reſt, promiting they thouid ne- 
ver again ſet Foot on Shore, whilſt he itay'd 
in the Harbour. | | | 

Mr M*namara, ſeeming to be determin'i 
to deny his Requeſt, I begg'd the Favour « 
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brought him ro Compliance. We' then ac. 


| which [- was- reatly aſſiſted by having before: 4 
apply'd myſelf to che Spaniſh; as it might be 
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him, for my Sake, to grant it; which ſoon 


companied him to the Governor's, who, at 
our earneſt Intreaty, ordered them to be ſent 
on board their own Veſſel, highly applauding 
our Moderation and Mercy.: . When we came- 
our, Captain Villegas. embraced: me and the 
Captain, with a Grace peculiar. to him, and 
thank'd us in the: politeſt Terms, telling us 
he always loved the Engliſh; and would for 
our Sakes be their Friend, wherever he found. 
them in any Diſtreſs, and added, indeed my 
better Half is of that Nation. We did not 
underſtand what he meant, by the laſt Sen- 
tence; but, as he explained. himſelf no fur. 
ther, let it drop, preſuming only that he had 
married an Engliſn Woman. As to my Part, 
whilſt he ſtaid at Jamaica. we were inſeparable, 
he bad ſo ſoft a Turn of Mind, and poſſeſſed 
fo: many of the Virtues- of the- Fortugueſe, 
and was: tainted with ſo few of their Follies-or - 
Vices, that I loved him extremely, and he 
loaded our Ship with Preſents of every Thing 
rare: that he had with him, in ſo generous a 
Manner, that one would have thought him 2 
Nobleman. My. two or three Weeks Inter- 
courſe with this Gentleman, made me a con- 
fiderable Proficient- in his Language, bich 
heawas : proud to: be my Tutor in, and in 
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ort great. Uſe to. me in our. intended Voyage. 
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We underſtood, before his arture, that 
he was bound to the Brazits, and was likely 
to ſtay there, and on that Ccaft, for near a 


Twelvemonth. 


All Things now being ready, and Mr 
Douglas come on board, we weigh'd and put 
to Sea, having taken Leave of alt our kind 
and generous Friends on-the-blaadi; where, 


to out reat Joy, neither I nor ſome other 


Men on d who. had not been ſeaſoned to 
the Climate, had felt the leaſt Illneſs. - Thoſe 
of our Acquaintance. who knew the Deſign 
we were upon, had embark'd their ſeveral 
Ventures with us, not in tho leaſt doubtin 
of Mountains of Profit, for their Mole: hills 
of Hazard; and we had alſo engaged a ve 
good Surgeon to go with. us, named, David. 
ſoh, a Native of Aberdeen in Scotland, who 
was nearly related to. Mr Douglas. 
The-firſt Place we touched: at, after our 
Departure at Jamaica, -was Surinam, a thrive 
ing Colony upon the. Terra Firma belong- 
ing to os Dutch, which we principally. did 
for the $ake of Intelligence, and here wo re- 
ceived. Notice, that the whole-Coaſt from Cape 
dt Vincent to Port St Julian, was deſtituie of 
any Spaniſh armed Veſſels, commonly called 
Guarda Coſtas, the St James of « unupulciiay 
the only Ship of Force, having failed tome 
Weeks-ago from Rio de Jaueiro for the South 
Stas ; that her Force was only ſixteen Guns; 
but that ſhe carried fifty ſix Men, and was 
commanded by the dicur la Roche, a French- 
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man, who was a Man of Spirit, and a good 
Seamen. That beſides this Ship, only two 
ſmall Frigates of War, ard the Country Vel- 
ſels, were now in the South Seas. This Ad- 
vice gave us great Satisfaction, and if we 
could but miſs this la Roche, we thought our 
Buſineſs would be completely done; the ugh 
if we did not, we retolved to give him a 
Row and for his Oliver, if he attacked us, 
Mr Douglas being againſt doing any Thing 
till we came into the South Seas, for fear of 
alarming the Spaniſh Governors there, before 
we arrived, we made Cape St Rocque, and 
then ſtood away to the Eaſtward, and kept 
in the I ongitude 30, or thereabout; when 
in Lat. 30. we hauled in tothe Weſt ward, 
thinking to make Rio Grande or Port Pe- 
dro, but the Wind changing to N. E. by 


E. we were driven as far down as Rio de la 
Plata, before we made the Land, which was 


ſome Diſappointment, as we feared being. 


ſeen by ſome Veſſel or other coming from 


Buenos Ayres, whence the Intelligence would 
be · eaſily. conveyed: overland to St Jago or 


Vilſpairaiſo, in the South Scas; but we had 


ſome what worſe to encounter than loſs of the 
Mc,eans of getting rid of our cargo, ſome- 
woat our ſanguine t xpectations nad aimoſt 
obliterated from dur H-ads, and which in- 
cluded one of the greateſt Misfortunes, that 
to me could have happened at this or any 
other Time. | 


We had juſt obſerved the Land at about 


= , 
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the Diſtance of five Leagues, when the third 
Mate at the Maſt-head, cried out a- Sail to 
the South- Weſt, and added, that ſhe appear- 
ed, as nearly as he could diſtinguiſh, to be a 
Ship of Force, and that ſhe ſtood directly to- 
wards us. Immediately the Captain went up 
to the Main- top, and looking. through his 
Glaſs came down to us, and ſaid he could juſt 
diſcern her Hull, that ſhe was near four Miles 
he judged. to the Weſtward; but as the 
Wind ſtood for her, he believed we ſhould 
know what fhe was in about an Hour, and 
that he ſuſpected her to be the very Guarda 
Coſta that we wiſhed: to avoid. We then 
went into the Cabin, to deliberate on what 
Methods were beſt to purſue, and, as our 
Ship was a prime Sailor, we were all Hands, 
but himſelf for running to the Eaſtward, to 
try to .eſcape her; for though we had made: 
no trade yet, we knew what Mercy to expect 


ſhould the Spaniards make Prize of us on their 


Coaſt, which was neither better nor worle than 


Confiſcation of Ship and Cargo, . and perhaps 


Slavery for Life for ourſelves in the Mines of. 
Baldivia. But poor Captain M*namara, blind 
to his own Fate, inſiſted upon the. Strength 
of his Ship and the Bravery of his Men, and 
ſaid it was very likely ſome Veſſel bound for 
Europe, or if it was what. we imagined, we- 


ſhould treat her too roughly for her to ger 


ealily into the South Seas, and that as they 
had no men of War there, it they alarmed the - 
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Governments ever ſo much, the People would 
contrive to trade with us, and perhaps, after 
the proper Preſents, even with. the Conniv- 
ance, of the Governors themſelves. In ſhot% 
ne brought Mr Douglas over to his Opinion, 
and, as to us three, Mr Courtney, Mr Lit 
lington and myſelf, we- gave the Matter up 
to their ſuperior Judgment. Aecordingly 
we ftood on our Courſe, and in about two 
Glaſſes found it was really the St James de 
Compoſtella, by the Deſcription of her; -who- 

ing us come up ſo. boldly, - hanled her 
Wind, and lay by to receive us. As to our 
Parts we had got every Thing ready for Fight, 
in caſe we. were attacked, our Nettings were 
filled, our Guns loaded and primed, and our 
ſmall Arms breught upon the-Quartes-deck, 
and prepared for Action, and al} our brave 
Fellows ready and willing to fall to Work, & 
very Body being ſtationed in his proper Poſt, 
We wore a Spaniſh Jack, Enſign and Penant, 
and, as ſoon as we came within reach of the 
Guarda Coſta, ſhe fired a Gun to the Lee- 
ward, which we anſwered in the fame Man- 
ner, and then they haled us. Upon this ve 
pulled down our Spanifh and hoiſted Engliſh 
Colours, and with the ſpeaking Trumpet I 
told them who we were, and that we came 
from Kio Grande, but were driven out of 
our Courfe. Immeciately we perceived their 
Mainſail clued bp, and in a Minute they ed- 
ged about, and gave us a whole Broadſide, 
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which however did us no Damage, ſrve beat- 


ing in the Bow of our Long- boat, which lay 
in the Chains. We returned this Compliment 


with ſingle Guns, till we got within lefs than 


Piſtol Shot, when we tacked, and poured ia 
a whole Broadſide upon them, which we 
could plainly perceive made great Slaughter, 
and damaged ſome of their Rigging; but ſne 
ſoon got into order and peppered us with her 
ſmall Shot, which killed two of our Men and 
wounded Mr Lillingſton, whilſt we were 
tacking again to give her our other Broadfide 
which was ready for them; but unhappily 
we miſs'd Stays, and for ſome Moments lay 
expoſed to. their whole Fire, which killed 
three more of our Hands, and our worthy 
Commander had his left Leg ſhattered, and 
was obliged to leave the Deck; at laſt we 
made ſhift to ware, and give them a dreadful 
Blaſt, which carried away their Main top 
Gallant-maſt and Bowſpric, killed them a con- 
ſiderable number of Men, and we ſaw the 
Captain as he ſeemed to be, fall from the Arm 
Cheſt, as if dead, and another officer, who 
was tending the main Braces, diſappeared in 
the fame Manner, I was now all Rage and 
Paſſion, and reſolved to revenge myſelf, if 
poſſible, for the Loſs of my dear Friend, who 
was, | feared mortally wounded, and gave 
them a third Broadſide whilſt they were in 
their preſent Confuſion ; which was only lan- 


guidly anſwered by ſeveral Diſcharges of their 
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ſmall Arms, at which we alſoply'd them ſo cloſec 
ly; but poor Mr Dauglas fell by a Muſquet. 
Ball, which entered his Head a little above 


his Eye, and he expired at my. Feet. By this 


Time they were ſick of their Attempt, hoiſt- 
ed their Sails and began to fly, whilſt.I gave 
orders as eagerly to purſue them.: At this 
Time the Surgeon came from the Captain, 
who to my great Joy was alive, to hear how 
Matters went, and Mr Courtney going to him 
with an Account that they wete ſtanding in 
Shore, with all the fail they could make, he 

ſent me Word to ceaſe the.Purſuit, as we had 
no Authority for what we did. Accordingly 
we tacked, and after I had got Things with 
the Help of my Meſſmates, into ſome Regu- 
larity, I ventured, with a mournful Heart and 
- weeping Eyes, to enter the Cabin, where 1 
found my dear Father, by this Time, almoſt 
delirious; Mr Davidſon having thought it 
proper to amputate his Leg juſt below the 
Knee. I gave what Orders I thought proper 
to Mr Courtney, and then would not remove 
from his Bedſide, where, in his Ravings, he 
called upon me and his Wife, by the tender- 
eſt and moſt endearing Epithets. Good God! 
What was now my diſmal Situation, all the 
World wdtld J have-given to reſtore the dear 
Man to Health and Eaſe, to do which! 
would willingly have ſurrendered up my own 
Life. Thus he continued for near a Day and 
a half, when, by ſome. Adminiſtrations f 
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our excellent Surgeon, he came to himſelf, 
and his Fever abated, ſo that we began to 
have ſome hopes of his Eife. Mean Time 
Mr courtney had committed the Bodies of 
Mr Douglas and our other dead Companions, 
to the Boſom of the Deep, with decent S0- 
lemnity, firing Minute Guns at their Inter- 
ment, and we kept jogging on under an eaſy 


ail to the Eaſtward.

Neccſſity, and a Regard to his dear Com. 
mands, together with my Affection for my.

Aﬀection by all the Officers and Men, wha 
betcre had paid me equal Reſpect. I found we. 
had got as far as Long. 31%. 2. Weſt of Lon- 
don; but the Winds having hung pretty 
much to the Northward we were driven down. 
as far as the Latitude 42 10 South, Soon af. 
ter they ſhifted to the Southward of the Eaſt, 
and then to the Northward of the Weſt, and 
a moſt terrible Storm ſucceeded, Which in 
the ſpace of forty-eight Hours varied to every 
Point of the Compals, and at length, ſettled 
in the Eaſt. by North, and ble w a perfect. 
Hurricane, ſo that we were obliged to lie too 
and drive. at its Mercy, whilſt the Waves 
waſhed over us in great Seas, ſo that it was 
impoſſible to ſtand. the Deck for .two Minutes 
together. Our Maigpſail was ſplit, our Foie- 
maſt brought to the Board, dur Main-top- 

allant-maſt. ſprung in two Places, and 10 
add to our Diſtreſs, in the height of the Gale, 
eur. Guns.to. Windward broke looſe, . and wich

every jaw we thought would have beat out 
the . Ship's Side. As it was impoſſible to 
ſeize them again, or 'to. bring them up to 
their Laſhings, at length we made ſhift, by 
dint of the hardeſt and "moſt dangerous La- 
bour, to heave them overboard, and the Lee- 
ward Guns after them. We had, for all this 
Time, a clouded Sky, and could get no Ob- 
ſervation, ſo that our reckoning was ver 
uncertain, and we irmagiried' we muſt be 
ſome where near the Coaſt of Patagonia, to 
which we were all entirely Strangers, a Cir- 
cumſtance thgt added ,to our Calaniity, and 
vite ſunk our Spirits, and yet a greater Miſ- 
rtune was behind, for W oth Day we 
ſprunk a-Leak, which all our Art could” not 
. or ſtop, and the Water gained upon 
us every Hour, though we pumped Ship in- 
ceſſantly, and heaved over-all 'our Goods to 
lighten her. Diſmay now appeared in every 
Face, and we kept a Mari conſtahtly at*Maſt- . 
head, to look out for Land, che very thing 
that juſt before we To miich'dreaded, and be- 
ſide our Proviſions and Water grew very ſhort, 
at the latter of which we had been for ſome 
Time at the Allowance of a Pint a Man per 
Day. ©. In ſhört, Nothing but cur being a' 
moſt loving. Sett of People, and mi tua 


concerned for each other cou d have ſupports 


ed us under the extreme Milery and Fatigue 
we endured; and, as the. Storm continued 
de had no other Proſpect before us tan of” 
| M23: 
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riſhing at Sea, or the Comfbrt, if it could 
be called ſo; of ſeeing Land, which would 


pro cure us in Exchange, petpetual and cruel 
Slavery. On the 14th Day the Wind ſome- 


what. abated, but we had more than fire 
Feet of Water in our Hold, never havin 


before leſs than three dr four, with all our 


Labour; when at ten o'Clock A. M. the Man 


| atthe-Top halloed out, Land a Head: Im- 


mediately I went uꝑ to him, and caſting my 
Eyes to the N. W. perceived, indeed, Land; 


but a bold and dangerous Shore, nor could! 


diſcover any Bay or Inlet where we might tun 


in for we could not Keep her above Water 


we were ſure till next Morning; we'comput- - 


cd._it-to- be at about, three Leagues Diſtance,

and Mr: Courtney-going aloft abour an Hour 
afterwards brought the joyful.News that he 
had diſcovered a fine Bay to the Northward, 


with a ſandy Beach, on which he did not 
doubt of laying the Ship on Shore with Safe. 


tyd at leaſt to our Lives. In our Cirtum-- 
ſtances this News made us: alf alive, and work 


with freſh Vigour, and t Nine at Night, we 


made the Opening, by our Charts we 


judged to be Anagada Bay, in the Terra Ma- 
gellanica. We endeavoured to reach the 
Opening, but a ſtrong Tide or Ebb running 


tothe Sauthward, we could: ſcarce bear up 
againſt it, and it canted us ſo far, that we. 
loſt our Opening, and were driven perforce 
on a craggy Rock, . where. we lay thumping 
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av if dur Bottom would every Minute: have 
parted,” In thts FExigeney we made Shift to 
get our Longboat over the Sic, and putting 
into her fome- Proviſions, and Fite Arms, 
and & Barrel of Powder, ten ef our Men ad- 
ventt red to Shore, ſix of hem, if they could 
land, were to ſtay and ſend the Boar back: 
for mare; if the Skip. held together ſo long. 
The Nrght being Moonlight, greatly favour- 
ed our Deliverance, and in about two Hours 
che Boat returned, having landed the fix: 
Men upon a kind of Reef, where chey tarried 
tl their Companions joined them. We 
could nov juſt ſtow 2 all together in 
the Boar, and happily got to our Comerades, 
nor could I help, the Minute I got on Shore, 
though jaded and fatigued to the laſt Degree, 
falling on my Knres, and returning Thanks 
to our Almighty Saviour and Preferver, for 
this wo Merful Mercy, in. which all the Com- 
pany joined wu a Fervour of Gratitude. This 
was ſcarce performed, when the Mocn veiled 
her Fact, the Sky was overcaſt, and the 
Rain poured upon us like a ſecond Deluge, 
ſo that our Situation was rendered inexpre ſſi- 
bly difagreeable : As we had no Manner of 
Shelter, we were wetted through and through, 
and could hardly make Shift to ſecure our 
Arms, as a Matter of moſt Importance 
to us, not knowing into what Hands we 
might fall, or how we could,. without them, 
procure Subfiſtance, We had brought a Keg 
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of: Brandy, and another of Rum with us, 
which were very comfortable, and with 
which we made very free; but no Man was 
diſguiſed; and here let me remark it once 
more, as a peeuliar Happineſs, that a Set of 
honeſter or better behav'd Tars never were. 
linked in Mi fortune together, and, though 
now-releaſed from any immediate Obligation, rn 
they as readily and: willingly obeyed Com- 
mand, as when we were on board the Ship, 
failing with proſperous Gales, and in Hopes 
of reaping all the Profits of an auſpicious 
Voyage. The Rain continued near two 
Hours, and then ceafed, and, though in ſuch. 
an uncomfortable Plight, our extraordinary. 
late Labours diſpoſed moſt of- us to Sleep, 
Which we indulged by huddling cloſe: to each 

other, and every one reſting his Head upon 
his Neighbour's Shoulder. - 

As ſoon as Day appeared, we got up and 
looked about us, and could perceive our Ship 
in her old Station; but ſhe had rolled: her 
Main- and Mizen: Maſts overbcard; and pre- 

ſented to us ſo much the Picture of a Wreck, 
that we concluded we ſhould never be able to 
get ber off, and the Sca ran ſo high, that it 
would have been Deſperation to have endea 
voured. to have got any Thing out of her 
then; though we were in Hopes, if ſhe lay 
any. Time, we might be able to lefſen our 
Sufferings by the uſeful and nectſſary Things. 
ſhe would afford us. Therefore we deter- 
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mined to detach two of the Company to diſ- 
cover what they could of the Country; for 
we were on a Reef ſurrounded with high 
Rocks on every Side, with a View of No- 
thing but the Ocean, breaking Mountains 
high, and. daſhing its Foam upon theſe- de- 
formed Ruins of Nature. For this Service 


Mr Lillingſton- and Mr Davidſon offered 


themſelves, and. accerdingly ſet out, and woe. 
ſoon loſt Sight of them in the Windings of 
the Clifts they were obliged to aſcend. How- 
ever to our great Comfort, they informed 
us, at their Return, which was in about ſix 
Hours, that we were actually upon main 
Land, that the Country was ſandy and de- 
ſart, with here and there a Spot of Verdure, 
and that in their whole Journey they had not 
diſcovered one living Creature, except a Kind 
of Curlieu, which they ſhot and brought 
down with them. The Aſcent they ſaid was 
not very difficult, and though the Work of 
Nature, the Way up the Rocks ſcem'd great- 
ly. like the Contrivance of Art, We deter» 
mined however to ſtay where we were, till 
the next Morning, bleſſing God, that in ous

forlorn Condition we had ſuch Views of Com- 
fort before us, and the more as we perceived 


vur Ship intire, till che Cloſe of Day. hid her. 
ttom our. View. 


At the Dawn of Day, we looked out, with 


wiltful Eyes, towards our Ship, and, to our 


breat Satisfaction, not only ſaw her in- her 
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old Station, but perceiurd it was a perfect 
Calm, and a dloudleſs Sy; ſo that we derer. 
mined to venture out to her in the Long- 
boat, and at leaſt endeavour to ſupply our. 
ſelves with what Neceſſaries we could get 
from her. Accordingly myſelf, Mr Court- 
ney, Mr Davidſon, and ſix more, went to the 
Boat, and left Mr Lillingſton in the Com. 
mand on Shore, and, in about an Hour, by 
meer Dint of Rowing, which we ply'd, Turn 
and Furn about, without any Diſtinctiom of 
Perſons, we came up to our Wreck, which 
made a very melanchely Appearance; her 
Lar board Quarter was beat in, her Bow 
ſhattered in ſeveral Places, and the Gar board. 
danke ripp'd up, but as it was high. Water, 
and ſhe almoſt floated, we concluded we might” 
get her into the Inlet, at Tide of Flood, if 
the Weather continued to favour us for a Day 
or two longer ;. for it was upwards of ſixteen 
Fathom Water, through the whole Bay, at 
we called it, even to the Reef on which we 
were encamped. By good Fortune, howe- 
ver, as ſhe lay on her Side, we diſcovered 
the fatal Leak which had given us ſuch Pain, 
and at. laſt brought us into our preſent Di- 
lemma, whica was large enough to receive a 
middling Man through, when Part of the 
Sheathing was ripp'd off, and appeared to 
have been a decayed Plank careleisly put in 
when ſhe was built; however, our Carpen- 


ter who. was with us, made little Doubt of 
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ſtopping it, it he eπν] properly rome at 
We than attompted 0 entet the hip, whibh 
we did throngh one of tha Bart Rules, and 
hare, a ſtrange ruinous Scane pteſedaed the 
Pecks were torn up in ſeveral Places, andthe 
Waves had made iher fluſh fore 8nd.aft, by 
their Violence; but as her Stern lay pretty 
high, the Cabin was almoſt clear of Water, 
out af which we. got a Bag of Biſcuit, lutle 
damaged, a Compaſs which hung to the Cu- 
ing, aad mine and poor Capt. M*naragrais 
Cheſts, as alſo the Mates and Mr Davidſon, 
with his Cheſt of Medicines, and Inſtru- 
ments, and alſo à Barrel of Beef, another of 
Pork, a Kettle, and various other Things, 
which we ftood in need of, and with which 
we returned joy fully and fafely to our Com- 
panions, and, with a few Billets, we alſo 
brought with us, made ſhift ta dreſs a very 
comfortable Supper, to our great refreſhment. 
The next Day, leaving only three Men on 
Share, we went again to our Wreck, and, 
to our great Joy, found floating, along-ſide, 
eur Main- maſt, and two or three tpare Farus, 
which, we did not fee the preceding Day, 
we imagined had been carried to dea, and 
brought in again with the Tide of Flood, 
and our Carpenter going to work, in about 
three Hours tapped the Leak, ſo as to kcep 
her above Water, if ſhe righied, till we gar 
her into the Bay, which had ſcarcely been 


performed, before, the Tide ſtill running 
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ſtrong in Shore, ſhe floated, and withla great 
deal of Labour, we got her off the Shelf, 
which appeared now to have a Kind of oozy 
Bottom, where ſhe had laid as in a Bed, and 
received very little Damage in her Under- 
works. Such a various Train of favourable 

Incidents from the Goodneſs of. Providence, 

« fare never any ſet of Wretches experienced; 
ve were ſtruck with Gratitude to the Divine 
Being, and could none of us help expreſſing 
it in extempore Prayer and. Praiſe, In ſhort, 
before the Hour of Midnight, we got her 
ſafe to our Shelf, where ſhe-lay embayed, and 
ſecure from future Dangers of Winds and 
Waves, and with a little further Labour, 
made her clear of the vaſt Quantity of Water 
that yet remained in her. We now not in 
the leaſt doubted:-but we ſhould refit her, ſo 
as to be able, at leaſt, to carry us to ſome of 
the Portugueſe Settlements, on the Brazil 
Coaſt, where, as we had Money enough on 
board, we could have her -repairs finiſhed, 
and revictual fot our further Voyage to Ja- 
maica; but what gave us the.utmoſt Appre- 
henſion, was, leaſt we ſhould be diſcovered 
by the Spaniards, before we had.compleated 

. our Defign, though the Appearance of the 
country ſeemed to confirm us, that it was a 

deſart Coaſt, and-not frequented by them or 
any Body, unleſs driven upon it-by Neceſſity, 

' However, our Fears did not ſlaken our la- 


duſtry, and we worked inceſſantly Day an 


of Capt. F ROW D E. 149 

Night, having all Sorts of Tools, Iron and 
Nails on board, and ſpare Rope, R:.;zving 
and Canvas, which we had brought with us 
in Abundance. We recollected the Max- 
im, „If any ſignal Inf-licity falls upon you, 
« don't ſit ſtill, but refolve upon Action; tor 
« if nothing is done, the fame Accid'n's 
« which cauſed your Misfortune ſtill remain; 
« but if you act ſomething, you may poſũbiy 
« deliver yourſelf,” And no Murmur was 
heard during the whole Time; we ated as if 
we poſſeſſed one Will amongſt us, though 
ve were reduced to very ſcanty Allowance, in 
order to preferve Subſiſtence for our intended 
Voyage: and to encourage the People till 
more, I promiſed them, if we reached Ja- 
maica, to double their Pay from the Time 
we were firſt caſt on Shore. We made very 
few excurſions into the Country, for fear of 
deing diſcovered by any ſtraggling Spaniards, 
or the [ndian Natives, judging we were not 
far trom the Pampas, a warl'k: Nation that, 
have long diſpu:ed the Authority of the Ty- 
rants of this new World; nor ind=e:] had we 
much Enc zurazement to ven ure, or it being 
now the Month of June, the Weather was 
dry and ho, nor had we ſeen any Thing 
better than Gulls, Curlius, and a kind of 
large Sheer water, which allo frequented the 
Rocas above, and of which we now and 
then made 2 comfortable Meal; and as to 

any of the watry Fribe, we had try'd for 
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them but found none, only one Day a young 

Seal having ſtranded himſelf on an appolite 
Rock, in our Bay, we. made Shift to kill him 

which afforded us an. high reliſh'd Entertain: 

ment. Beſides, as we had. only two ſmall 

. Barrels of Powder left, all that in the Lazaret- 
to being ſtayed andquite ſpoiled, we were very 

cautious of expending it uſeleſsly, as we did 
not know but we might have Occaſion for it to 
defend us from Enemies. 

All our cloths were ſecure in our Cheſts, 
and we alſo recovered mine and Mr Court- 
ney's Caſes of Liquors, and as to Water, a 
ine Spring ran trickling down the Side of x 
Rock about 100 Yards above us, which feem- 
"6d a miraculous Gift of Heaven, and wonder- 
fully refreſhed and comforted our continually 
Jaded Spirits. In this Manner we wore a. 

way near ſeven Months, in this miſerable, oh 
rather let me gratefully ſay, bleſſed Solitude, 
remote from all Mankind; but we had now 
made our Veſſel tight and fic for Sea, had 
got all Things dry and on board, and then 

embarked ourſelves, after humbly, on our 

. Knees, having returned Thanks to the Al- 
mighty for our ſtrange and ſurprizing Deli- 
verance, at which Time, I according to the 

beſt of my Abilities, ated as Chaplain to the 
whole; nor had we loſt one Min by Accident 

or Sickneſs in the ſeven Months; By obſer— 

vation this Inlet or Bay lay in Lat. 33%. 12, 

South, and by our Charts, near 260 Miles 
to the Southward of 2 cape St Anthony, 
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at the Entrance of the River of Plate, and as 
we found no Name for it there, we ſolemnly 
gave it that of Port Relief. 

We found our whole Stock 'of Proviſions 
was reduced to one Sack of Bread, a Bartel 
of Beef, and a Sack of Peaſe; which by ex- 
poſing them to the Sun, were rendered tole- 
rable; and as to Water, we had filled two 
Hogſneads, Which were the only ones that 
were remaining fit for Uſe, and we had alſo 
left about twenty Gallons of Spirits of all 
Sorts, all our ſmall Arms were ſafe, but we 
had only a Barrel and half of Powder; a yery- 
ſeanty Proviſion of all Sorts, any Body will 
ſay, to carry twenty-four Men to the immenſe: 
Diſtance of the Rio Janeiro, which mult at 


leaſt be expected to take us up ſix Weeks or 


two Months, if the Winds were ever fo fa- 
vourable. However, - we were ſupported : by 
Hope, and Nothing ſeemed now impoſſible* 
to Men who had ſo manifeſtly experienced 
the Protection of Heaven, and therefore, we 
got out to Sea, and the Weather being fa- 
vourable, ſet fail, and, found the VeſlſeF 
went very trimly, notwithftanding the Low-' 
neſs cf-the Maſts, which we had been ob- 
liged to reduce many Feet from their true 
Standard. 

We purſued our courſe very auſpiciouſty, 
till, by our Reckonings, we were a-breaſt of 


the Iſland of St Katherine, when our Water 


running ſhort, we determined to ſeek for a 
Supply there, and-accordingly ſtood in Shore 
N 2 


* 
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and made the Iſland; but perceiving a ſmall. 
Veſſel, which ſecmed of. the Guarda Coſta, 
Kind, we put to Sca again, not caring, with 
our ima. l Stock of Ammunition, to venture: 
the Attack of an Encmy, and as the Wind. 
was turned againſt us, we racked and ſtood 
in for the Continent, which we made about: 
twenty Leagues below Cape St Vincent, 
Though this was what we would if poſſible 
have avu;ded, yet our Scarcity of Water 
made it eligible, and the Aſpect of the Coun- 
try was prudigiouſly inviting, to people who 
had for lo long a Time, had a View of no- 
thing but rugged Rocks, fandy Deſarts, and 
a wild Waſte of Water, The ſhining Beach, 
which reflected the Sun's Rays, with the 
greateſt Splendor ; the lofty Woods, here 
and there deverſified with the verdant Savan- 
nas, the purling Rills trickling down the 
Rocks, and the Chant of Millions of uncom- 
mon Birds, warbling their wild Notes with 
native Harmony, attracted our longing De- 
fires to viſit ſo tempting a Country, and' as 
* we were ſenſible we were many Miles from 
any Spaniſh Settlement, Upaba being the 
neareſt, we imagined we might do it with 
the greateſt ſafery, We permitted our Men 
to go on ſhore ſix at a Time, whilſt we ſtaid, 
and we had Plenty of Game, ſo that we ex- 
pended none of our ſcanty Sea Stores, whilit 
we remained, and ſuppiied ourfelves with 
freſh Water in Plenty. And here, for the 
- rit Time, I had the Courage to open my 
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dear deceaſed Father's Cheſt, remembring 
what he ſaid on his Death-Bed of a Paper that 
would give me Information of. ſomewhat I 
ought to know. This excellent Man under 
all our Difficulties and Diſtreſſes, had been 
perpetually in my Mind, mingled: with the 
tendereſt Remembrance ot my dear Wife 
and Child, my Mother and Mrs Ménamara. 
Oh! what Dread work'd upon me, when bh 
contemplated the Diſtraction they muſt be 
under at our long Abſence, and the Fears 
and Cares that muſt of Conſeque nee fill their 
Breaſts; and when, to the little Proſpect of 
our ſafely returning to Europe, in our fad. 
Condition, 1 added the direful News I had 

to impart, the Death of my beloved- Captain, 

| ſunk under the Thought, which frequently 
cauſed me, when alone, to ſhed a Flood of 
Tears. However, in Regard to keeping up 
the Spirits of my People, I was oblige d, n 
Public, to appear full of Hope, Expectation 
and Gaiety, and to feign a Pleaſantry that was 
far from being allied to the Heart.

ly uneaſy. When F broke open the Seals of 


the Paper, from which I expected Diſcove- 
ries that would have chaſed away Part of the 
_ Gloom that overcaſt my Soul, let my Reader 
judge my Condition, at reading the following 
Words, addreſſed to me. My dear Son, j 
write the following Lines, intending to com- 
municate them to you, before the Cloſe of 
our next Voyage; for, though you, at pre- 
ſent, thank God, ſtand in Need of no Per- 


ſon's Affection or Aſſiſtance, and are as dear 
to me and your Mother, your Wife, and Mo- 
ther-in Law, as ourſelves, and though I rob 


myſelf by it, of the great Satisfaction of your

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had now ſtrayed about four or five Miles

of, which even whizzed through the Buſhes on 


the Right of us. Our Fright and Aſtoniſh- 


ment was extreme at this, and we made a 


full Stop, and looking wiſtfully all about, be- 
gan cautiouſſy to return the Way we came, 
when. we could plainly diſtinguiſh, by the 
Ruſtling of the Leaves, and the Sound, the 
Tread of. Feet very near us, and ſoon, to our 


entire diſmay, beheld. twenty or more naked 


Savages, through the Vacancies of the Trees, 

by the ſhining of their Arms: We had now 
little. Time for Parley; but, fixing ourſelves 
in a convenient Situation, reſolved to defend 
ourſelves 36 the latt Gaſp, and not be- 
came a Prey to ſo cruel — blood thirſty a 

Rce as theſe were deſcribed to be, who, like 
all the Indians of this Continent, not aſſociated 
With the Spaniards or Portugueze, reſenting 
their Barbarities, ſeldom. ſpart any white Men 
"that fall into their Hands. 


While they advanced nearenough to diſco- 


ve their Prep, they ſet up an. hideous howl- 
ing, and, at once, diſcharged all their Fire, 
teceiving ours in. return; but with very dif- 
ferent Succeſs, for we did them no harm,

By this 1 pereeived, they were ſubject to the 
firſt mentioned Nation, at leaſt I imagined fo, 
and tremblingly anſwered him, in that Dia- 
let, that J was a Portuguete from Rio Janei- 
ro. Upon this he lowered the Muzzle of his 
Piece, and ſomewhat ſoftned kis Features, 
and all making a Ring about me, began to 
ſing, as 1 ſuppoſed it, a ſong of Triumph, in 
their Way, whilſt now and then, in the Heat 
of their Rejoicings, their little Hatchets were 
lifted up to ſtrike me through the Skull, 
which as often they were prevented from do- 
ing, by the aforementioned Indian, who ſeem- 
ed to be their Chief: As it happeied! they 
had. not yet. plundered. me of my Breeches 
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and Stockings, and in my Fob I had the va- | 
lued Watch, that» my dear Wife had fo long 
ago beſtowed upon me, and which I had pre- 
ſerved, my conſtant Companior ever ſince, 
and by wearing it without a Chain, they had 
not yet diſcovered it. In this Exigency, af. 
ster their Exerciſe was a little over, I made 
Shift, with my Hands, though they were 
confined by a Bandage of Twigs, to pull it 
from my Fob, and preſent it to my Preſerv- 
er: Nor was it without the Effect Lexpected; 
for, after gazing ſome Time upon it, with 
Admiration, he came and- untied me, and 
made me fit down by him, whilſt they regal- 
ed with dried Veniſon, a- Piece of which he 
gave me, and IJ forced myſelf to devour, 
though with a very ſorry Appetite. He then, ot 
in broken Portugueze, vaunted of his Affec- A

tion to the King of Portugal, of the Reſpect W ar 
his Governors paid him, of the Proweſs of la) 
his Warriors, and bid me fear no Harm. I MW na 


made the moſt humble and flattering Anſwers no 
to all this, and had got ſo much mow into wr 
their good Graces, that ſeeing me l6ok wiſt- tar 
fully at the Bodies of my two Friends, they be 
told me I ſhould have leave to bury them be- Wa 
fore they decamped, and ſaid, if they had not 
thought them Spaniards- they might have 
been alive and ſafe. With this Encourage- 
ment, I dug a Hole with a branch of a Tree 
ſufficient to receive the two Bodies, and co- 
vered them. over with their parent Earth, 
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ſhedding abundance of Tears at their Tater- 
ment, whilſt the Indians accompanied them 
with loud Howling and barbarous Cries, that 
echoed far and wide, dreadfully through the 
Woods. About an Hour afterwards we bo- 
gan to move farwards, myſelf in the Centre, 
often ſtruck if I did not keep Pace with them, 
and goaded along like an Ox, at a great Rete, 
and before the Cloſe of Night, muſt have travel- 
led above twelve Miles, by the beſt Calcula- 
tion I could make, nearly to the N. E. We then 
encamped again, by the Wood Side, in a Kind 
of ſerubby Savannah, and lighted Fires around 
us, myſelf being directed to do the chief Drud- 
gery, and to ſerve my new Lords with Fuel 


and Water, the latter of which I laved out 


of a neighbouring Brook in a Calabaſh Shell. 
At length, Sleep overcame my Tormentors, 
and a Skin being beſtowed upon me, I too 
lay down, and began, mournfully, to rumi- 


nate on my ſtrange Misfortune, which had 


now reduced me to the loweſt and maſt 
wretched State, without even the moſt diſ- 
tant Proſpect of Relief. As I thought it would 
be impoliible tor me to live long, in this wild 
wandering Manner, and had little Hopes of 
their carrying me to any Portugueze Settle- 
ment, conſidering they had killed my two 
Companions.

ſome ſtraggling Parties of one: or other, for 
whom IL might exchange my Maſter, for, 
thougti the Spaniards might propably make 
me-their Slave yet from them, there might 
be ſome Poſſibility, one Time or other of Re- 


However, after all, I knew: I was in the 
Hands of a moſt graeious Being, who would 
either preſerve me for his own wile Purpoſes, 
or relieve me, at his appointed Time, by 
Death, from ail my Miſeries. . 

It was ſcarce Morning, before my Tyrants 
were upon their E cet, and we began to march, 
as the Day before, ſave, that I was loaded 
with Abundance of their ſpare Accoutrements,

th Centre, ſurrounded by my duſky Guards. It 
or might be near Midnight, perhaps, when, be- 
r, ing the only one waking I heard ſome words 
ke in Spaniſh, at no great .

nd and waiting, with their Pieces cocked, for 
es, the Approach of an Enemy, whoſe Numbers, 
by as they could not dilcqver, they determined 

to avoid by getting under the Cover ↄf the 
nts WM Buſhes, on the. other Side of our Place of En- 
ch, campment, where we waited till Dawn of 
Jed MW Day, our Chief having alſo beſtowed Arms 
nts, an me, and required me to fight againſt our 
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common Enemy, as he intimated they were; 
However I Wund theſe — Tr 
men, to my_ great:-Regtet were truly of no 
real Party, and dreaded meeting the Portu- 
gueze and Spaniards alike; indiſcriminately 
killing and plundering: both Nations. As 
ſdon as the Light would permit, I plainly 
diſcerned near thirty Horſemen, within the 


oſite Coppice, well armed and mounted, 
9550 fan Ponies, and found my Maſters 
did not at all hke their Appearance, and were 
for ſcouting off. In this Dilemma, I reſolved 
to fling myſelf on my Face, and neither fire 
a Shot or accompany them in their Flight, if 
Death even enſued; but the Horſe no ſooner 
difcovered us, than they galloped towards the 
Spot, and fired a Volley chrough the Buſhes, 
by which three of our Indians were killed, of 
which taking the Advaritage, though not in 
che leaſt hurt, I fell down wirh a hideous 
Groan, whilſt the Remainder made the beſt 
of their Way, purſued by Part of the Horſe- 
men, and the other made a full Stand, at a- 
bout twenty Paces diſtant.: Meantime, I crept 
filently to fome Diſtance, and ery'd out, a- 
loud, in - Spaniſh, to have Mercy on me, 
which being heard, a Voice anſwered, poor

Fort St John, in about twenty-eight Days, 
from whence, after taking a friendly farewell 


of my Deliverers, I, in a little Bark Which 
* before the Fort, arrived at Rio Janeiro, 


n perfect Health, though greatly tatigued, ' 
1 been abſent from my Ship thirty eight | 
Days. And no mortal can imagise the 
Delight that filled my Breaſt, When, be- 


ing carried before the Governor, and tel- 

ling my Story, I was informed my Sbip 

lay up the River, having arrived ony one 

Day before me. At my Deſire, as well as 

for his own Satisſaction he ſent for Captain 
LD 
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courtney, and no Words can paint che Exta- 
cy of that honeſt Creature's Heart, at the 
dight of me he even wept with me; and in- 
formed me that, after finding neither 1 or my 
Companions returned to the Ship, he ſent 
out frequent Parties to ſearch for us, but to 
no Effect, for near a Week, and then, Ne- 
ceſſity  obliging. him, left the Place with A- 
bundance of Regret, and after many Difficul- 


ties made Rio Janeiro, having the latter Part 


of the Voyage been almoſt famiſhed, and all 
his Men but ſix, dying in the Paffage. We 


lamented together the Fate of our Friend 


Davidion, and, after partaking of a Repaſt 
; which the good Governor prepared for us, l 
accompanied him on board our Veſſel. Here, 
we again renewed our Sorrows, at our dread- 
ful Miſhaps, and Mingled our Tears toge- 


ther, thanking God, however, for our pre- 
ſent Safety, and the Preſpect we had of once 


mote reviſning our native Skies. 
And now, we conſulted Which was the 
beſt Courfe for us to take; we perceived that 


our Ship was in ſuch a miſerable Pligbt, that 


her refitting would coſt, not only a great deal 


of Time; but be very expenſive, and beſides, . 


us to going to Jamaica, it was no Way ne- 


ceſſary, becauſe, from Ireland, we-covid in- 
form thoſe concerned there, of the fatal.

Action, and received her Careſſes with the 
Revetence I ſhould have felt, had 1 really 
ſtood in thar tender Relation to her, 55 
We then laid a Plan for our Deſign, which 
we were to begin the Execution of the very 
next Day, and afterwards fell into a more 
familiar Converſation than we had ever done 
before, being how mutually confident of each 
others Prudence, Eſteem, and Affection; all 


unreſerved we diſcourſed of our Families and 


Affairs, of our Joys, and our Misfortunes; of 
the latter of which, I found we had all more 
than a ſufficient Share allotted us, and hap- 
pening to ſay that mine had been, I believed, - 
more extraordinary and calamitous than thoſe 
of moſt Men breathing, the elder Lady re- 
ply'd, Ah! Captain M*namara, we are apt 
always to image the Ills that aſſall ourſelves, | 
greater than thoſe of others, but that good 
Woman pointing to her Attendant, can teſti- 
fy that I have waded through a Sea of Trou- 
bles, and that for many, Years before I ſo 
happily married my Daughter to that dear 
Youth, I was perhaps the moſt miſerable of 
human Beings; and, if I thought it would 


not too much affect you, to encourage the 
Relation of your own Adventures, I would 


now rehearſe you mine, 1 promiſed to com- 

ply, with the Condition, and wiping the 

Tears from her Eyes, ſhe thus began, whillt 

I, as well as all preſent, wete abſorbed in At- 
Q 2 
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From the Element on which you have, 


Gentlemen, experienced ſuch Diſtreſs, I may 
derive all the chequer'd Good and Ill of my 
Life; my Huſband, the worthieſt man breath- 


ing, was Maſter of a Veſſel from the Port of 


London, and, having met with a very great 
Mixture of good and bad Fortune, in his 


Voyages, at length, was perſwaded, by his 


Love for his Family, and the Calls-of Reaſon; 
to ſettle on Shore; for which Purpoſe, we 


departed with all our Subſtance to Virginia, 
with this dear Daughter, where we happily 


arrived, leaving another Child, then an In- 
fant, to the Care of his Grandfather and 
Grandmother, who were in good Circum- 


ſtances, and exceeding fond of him. As we 
Carried a conſiderable Fortune uitbhꝰus, and 
had great Succeſs, we, in a few Years, almoſt 


doubled our. Capital, and the Country and 


Inhabitants were ſo agreeable, that we in- 


tended there to ſpend the Remainder of our 


Lays, and expected, by every Ship, the Ar- 
rival of our Father and Mother, with our | 
Scn, who had determined to join us; but, 
the firſt Misfortune that befel us was the 
Tidings of the Deaths of both thoſe Wor- 

thy Parents, and that my Son was in the 


Hands of a Brother-in- Law, who was their 


Executor, of whoſe Principles we had a 


very bad Opinion, for evident Reaſons; and 


the Loſs we ſuſtained, together with my 
Uncertainty of the Uſage of my Infant, ar. 
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moſt broke my Heart. Alas! my Gloom 
was too ſure a Preſage, that I ſhould never 
ſee him more, however, theſe Griefs were 
ſoon- encreaſed to me, by a ſtill more dread- 
ful Stroke; for, in a ſhort Time afterwards, : 
whilſt he was meditating a Voyage to Eng- 
land, to fetch our Son, my dear Huſband al- 
ſo died of a Fever, leaving me a moſt unhap- 
py. Widow, and two fatherleſs Children; nor 
did the Eſtate he left behind him, at all con- 
ſole me for ſo dreadful a Loſs. Excuſe me, 
Sir, I cannot help theſe Tears to his Me mo- 
, who was a Patteri of conjugal Fidelity 
and Tenderneſs, of paternal Fondacſy and of 
every other Virtue. ---- Oh had my poor 
Child, my Neville lived, in him, as in you, I 
ſhould now ſee his loved Reſemblance z but 
---At the Mention of ſo many Circumtances, 
that were ſo intimately recorded in my Mind, 
L had gaz'd with wild Confuſion ever ſince 
ſhe began her Narration, my Thoughts wan 
dering and floating, and my Face fuih'd * 
with the Workings of my Soul; but when 
ſhe mentioned a Name to  whicti 1 knew I 
had fo juſt a Title, the whirl of my Ideas o- 
verpowered me, add unable to ſpeak, I at- 
tempted to riſe, with my Arms ſtretched out, 
and ready to fail on my Kees before her, 
when the ſtruggling Paſſions that agitate d my 
Breaſt, overcame my Reaſon, and I fell breath- 
leſs and'inſenfible at her Feet, juit rep: ating, 


Oh! my dear Mother !-- I am that-+- the felt 
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fd on my Tongue. If my viſible Diſorder 


had broke off the Thread of ber Story; my 
Preſent Condition called every one, amazed, 

to my Aſſiſtance, wondering at alt the ſtrange 
Scene; but it was ſtill more moving to the 
good Lady, for, though fhe was yet igno- 
rant of the Cauſe; the Force of Nature ſeem'd 
acting upon her with its utmoſt Sway; ſhe - 
knelt down by me, call'd me her dear Son, 
her Child, chafed my Face, and endeavour- 
edi to reſtore me to Life by the tendereſt and 
moſt endearing Epithets, which: yet fre knew 
not why ſhe uttered. . In a few Minutes I 
regain'd my ſcattered Senſes, and caſting my 
Eyes about, and wondering for ſome Time, 
at the Meaning of the Confuſion about me, 
at .Jength recollected what had put me into 
the Condition! juſt awaked from, and, riſing, 
J flung myſelf on my Knees before this long 
loſf Mother, as 1 doubted not ſhe really was, 
and, claſping her-Knees, cry'd---- Oh! un- 
Joak'{ for. Happineſs!--- bleſſed Event! thus 
the;iwailing Orphan is reſtored to his Parent; 
thus the mourning Mother recovers her Son! 
Oh] Madam, ſatisty me—-if your Name be 
Frou de ?- · mine is Neville. ho by the Vil 
lainy of his Uncle has been ſo many Years a 
Stranger to your Embraces----who. was diſtin- 
eder by him. to Miſery, Want, and Slavery, 
but whom Heaven has miraculuſly preſerv- 
ed, to this buff, this tranſcendently . de- 
'hghuvl Moment! Art. the Cloſe of theſe 
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Words, all which kt ſermed to devour; al- 
moſt, whilſt her eyes roved over me Wirt a 
Mixture of Extacy and of Terror, ſhe wildly 
— me from her, ther fnateꝰd me to her 
Boſbm, and at length; fainted in my Arms. 


Villegas ſtood motionleſs, win his Hands 


and Eyes lifted up to Heaveri, his Wife had 
fallen full of Aſtoniſhmenr, into her Chair, 
and her Eyes intently fixed on me, wiiilſt the 
Tears ſtarted; the Maid was fallen on her 
Koees beſide us, and with extended Arms en- 
deavouring to embrace me, in ſhort, no one 
but courtney was compoſed enough, ſuffici- 
ently to aſſiſt in the Recovery of my dear Mo- 
ther, whilſt every Line of his Features wore 
the plain Marks of the utmoſt Admiration 
and Wonder. At laſt, ſhe came to herſelf, 
reſtored by my warm Preſſure and the melt- 
ing Moans I made over her, and cty'd, in a 
Kind of- Frenzy-----Ha ! Dead----and alive at 
once ſure it cannot be----Gracious God in 
what a Myſtery am I involved; and tearin 

open my Boſom, ſhe looked under my left 
Breaſt, where was the plain Mark of a Pear, 
which I had ſcarce ever before noticed, and 


then ſhe exclaimed, Oh! it is-+-it is, my 


deareſt, long. loſt Child whom ] have, for 
ſo many Years, numbred with the Dead! No 
ſooner had ſhe uttered theſe Words, than her 
Daughter ran to me, fell upon my Neck, 
call'd me her dear Brother, and Villegas, 
now-a little himſelf, with all the Gravity pe- 
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culiar to his Nation, enereaſed by this ſolemn 
Scene, ſtrained me in his Arms, and faid--. 

For ever be adored the Goodneſs of Provi- 
 dence----I have found i in my excellent Friend, 

---a Brother dear to my Soul! I returned all 

theſe Careſſes with an animated Intereſt, and 
it was above an Hour before we could ſober- 
y and calmly, expreſs our Sentiments to each 
other,. continually breaking out into Bleſſings 
and Praiſes of the Almighty, who had ſo mi- 
raculouſly brought forth theſe amazing Events. 
i The Maid alſo hung about my Neck, called 
0 me her dear Child, her young Malter---and 

| aſked me if I did not remember poor Betty 

| Man- who ever thought fome Vila was 
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uſed towards me, arid that I was not reall 
| dead. I ſoon after pulled out my dear Foſter 
1 Father's Memoir, which Mr-Courtney read 
to them, after which I related all my Adven- 
| tures, whilſt my Mother, and all preſent 
wept at the movirig Tale, now curſing my 
vile Uncle, anon bſeſſing Mr and Mrs M*na- 
mara, and proteſting, how they longed to ſee 
my Wife and Son, my excellent Siſter and 
Mother in Law, with whom tiey hoped to 
ſpend the Reſidue of their Days, and I con- 
cluded in the tollowing Words, Oh! my dear 
Mother---1 am now. ſupremely bleſſed indeed 
--- I have'a Wife and Son, I hope, who will 
ſtudy to make you Happy. 1 have found a 
Parent, a Siſter, a Brother, whoſe Virtbes 
warm my Heatt, Ott! let us haſte away: 
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let us ſpend. the Reſidue of life together; 
ſtriving each Moment to encreaſe one ano- 
thers Felicity, whilſt every Regret and Pain 
is chaſed and exiled far away. I then begged 
my Mother to reſume her Story, which ſhe 


now began at my Birth; ſhe expreſſed how 


ſhe deplored my Loſs, when my Uncle ſent 
her Tidings of my Death; though then, and 
ever ſince; from the Circumſtance of the Cun- 
ning uſed in- ſending Betty Man over to her, - 
ſhe had ſome Suſpicion that all was not right. 
She enlarged upon the Fidelity of that wor- 
thy Creature; for which I again embraced 
her, and told her I would do all in my Power 
to recompence her Merit. She let me know - 
that ſhe had remitted her Eſtate to London,

ceed to England in her; that he had conceived . 
a- paſſion tor my Siſter, when there, which 
ended in their happy Union; at their Arrival 
at. Liſbon, Where they.accompanicd by the - 
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Captain, took Paſſage, for London, to ſettle” 


their Affairs in England; that my Uncle paid 


all that was left to my Father, Mother arid 


Siſter, with ſuch Readineſs, as entirely chaſ. 
ed away her suſpicion of him, ſo that ſhe ne- 


ver called him to an Account in Relation to 
the Eſtate, and even conſented to his retaining, 


for his own Ufe, the 750 l. that was beſides 
bequeathed to me, as a Recompence for his 
Care of me, which he made prodigious Pro- 


feſſions of, as well as my Aunt. That ſhe 


then came to Portugal to fettle with her Sohn 


and Daughter, after veſting her Money in 


the Britiſh Funds, and giving my Siſter 
1000 l. beſides what her Grandfather had left 


her; but that, having made a Convert of my 
Brother, by the Force of Conviction, ſhe 
longed now to ſettle incher native Country, or 
wherever ſhe could be near her Children, But 


my dear, ſhe added, I have ſomewhat to tell 
you of the Fate of your Perſecutors, which 
will make you admire at the righteous Judg- 


ments of Heaven, even in this Life. Your 


Uncle, fat from reaping any Advantage by 
his Wickedneſs, dechned in his Affairs ever 
after, and loſt his eldeſt Son before he arrived 
to ſixteen Years of Age; his Wife proved 
falſe to him, robb'd him, and ran away with 

another Man, who ſhe had long privately had

. to.avord a more ſhameful Death, Juſt, Pow- 
ers!

I related the Incident, and acquainting her of 


the Time, it proved to be the very, Day on 
which the Fact was perpetrated, as I have re- 
lated in my Journey from Briſtol to London, 
which made us all break out into Expreſſiong 


of the utmoſt Reverence and Awe of the Su pe 


reme Being. She continued, about three 
Years ago, your Uncle's Affairs grew ſo deſ- 


perate, that he wrote to me to borrow Money 
2»n your Eſtate, which at laſt I purchaſed 
of him, and which will now, bleſſed be God, 


come to the true Heir, Some Time after, 


your other Couſin alſo died of the ſmall Pox, 


and your Uncle being. quite reduced, was 
coming to throw himſclf upon our Generaſity 


at-Liſbon when the Ship he was Paſſenger in, 
was wrccked, in a violent Storm, on the Ile 


of Ulhant, and he and every Soul on board 


eriſhed. Ah! Madam, I ſaid, when ſhe 


had thus concluded, may they both find 


Mercy hereafter! and may che Ruler of the 


Univerſe pardon all their Crimes. Had they 
been now living, I ſhould never have carried 
Matters to Extremities with them; but have 
_ endeavoured to make them ſenſible of their 
Errors, and wiſh my Coulins had ſurvived to 


have felt the Effects of my Pricndihip. Jadg- 


ment alone is in the Hands of God! Every 
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one. applauded Sentiments ſo like their own, - 


and the Day concluded with ſuitable Reflec- 
tions upon all theſe ſtrange Events. Next 
Morning my Mother informed me, that her 
Fortune was ſo well improved, that ſhe was 
Miſtreſs of ooo l. beſides my Eſtate in Buck- 
inghamfhire, all which ſhe intended as ſoon 
- . as we came to Ireland, to veſt in me, reſery- 

ing only 190 l. per Annum, during her Life; 
for as to her Son- in- Law, he was poſſeſſed of 
above 150001, already, and had had his Wife's 
Fortune ſufficiently paid. Ah! Madam, I re- 
ply'd, I have enough, and will not deprive 
you of a Penny, till it pleaſe God to take you 
to himſelf, and: before which I hope. we ſhall 
enjoy many, and many happy Tears, and do 
a great deal of good to Mankind, particularly 
to thoſe who, like us, have felt Affliction's hea- 
vy Rod. We will be Stewards for Heayen, to 


che Poor and miſerable, and out of eur Abun- 


dance make the Hearts of his ſuffering Crea- 
tures joyful. She embraced me, ove rand over, 
told me my Sentiments were exactly hers, be. 
held me_with:Tranſport, and ſaid, now, my 
dear, let us haſte to Comfort your dear mourn- 
ipg Polly, and your other Mothers, I ſhall not 
be myſelf till I am with-them. Sure never 
was a Family more happy, more united than 
ours was, my Mother, and Siſter could hardly 
hear me from their Sight, and my Brother-in- 
Law and I had but one Mind and one Soul. 


Howeyer our Buſineſs was now to get. from 
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Portugal as ſoon as poſſible, and I, once more, 
to excuſe my Delay, wrote a long Account 
to the three dear Creatures at Cork, of all 
that had ſo miraculouſly befel me, and pre- 
pared them to receive theſe welcome Gueſts, 
We were in Treaty for a Veſſel, in which 
Mr -- Courtney - principally acted, when, one 
Day being on Board a Veſſel in the Harbour 
invited to an Entertainment by the Captain, 
a Friend of my Brother's, a Boat rowed from 
a Ship juſt arrived from England, but at too 
great a Diſtance to reach us, before it made 
Shore, in which I thought I diſcovered a Gen- 
tleman, who ſtruck me with the remembrance . 
of my old Friend Captain White, and, to be 
certain, we excuſed ourſelves, and made -a 
precipitate Departure, after I had imparted - 
my Obſervation to my Brother, knowing we 
ſhould catch him either at tho Cuſtom-houſe 
or the Conſul's, and be ſatisfięd if it was him 
or no. We were, however convinced it was 
him, as ſoon as we landed, for enquiring of 
the Men in the Boat, what Ship it was juſt 
arrived, they anſwered, to my infinite Satis- 
faction, the Adventure, Captain White, and 
that this was his ſccond Voyage to Lifbon, 
from Dublin where he now reſided. Now, 
Brother, I ſaid, we'll look out for no other 
Veſſel, this is that true and truſty Friend you 
heard me mention, in my Story, with whom 
can confide all I have in the World, and 
now, thank God, I ſhail, I hope, hear from 
| | R | 
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my Family. Before we got to the Conſul's 
. Houſe, I perceived my worthy Friend at ſome 
| Diſtance talking with a Portugueſe Merchant, 
upon which, though I could hardly reſtrain 
my Impatience, we ſtopp'd a few Minutes 
till they parted, and then I met him, and, 
throwing my Arms about him, to his great 
Surprize, cry'd, My dear Friend---how hap- 
-Þy am I in meeting with you! How long the 
Time ſeems, ſince I laſt ſaw you at the Iſle 
of Wight. Never was Man more overjoy- 
ed or aſtoniſhed, he claſped me to his Boſom, 
.and we. exchanged as ſincere Embraces as 
ever Friends witnefſed ; I then preſented him 
to my Brother, forced him home to our 
Houſe, and introduced him to the Ladies, 
and hearing the Epithets, Son, Mother, Si- 
_ er, &c. repeated, he appeared quite amaz- 
ed; but after I had refreſhed him with a Glaſs 
or two of Wine, I related to him all that oc- 
curred to me ſince our laſt- meeting, He la- 
mented the Death of his old Captain, even 


with Tears, which afreſh renewed my Sor- 


row, in which I was accompanied by my Mo- 
ther and Siſter, who revered his Memory. As 
to my dear Family, about half a Year before, 
they were all well in Health, he ſaid, and my 
Son one of the moſt improved Children he 
ever ſaw; but that they were almoſt diſtracted 
at their Uncertainty about us; fince which 
he had not ſeen them; however theſe Tidings 
reviy'd my. Heart, and made me more pati- 
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ently bear the remaining Abſence from them, 


He congratulated us all upon the late happy 
Diſcovery, and my Mother, Brother and Siſ- 
ter, loaded him with Civihties, particularly 
the former, for his great Goodneis and Hu. 
manity to me, when I 'was firſt expoſed and 
deſerted by my Uncle. At his next Viſit, 
de acquainted him with the intended Depar- 
ture of my Brother and his Family for Ireland, 
and he agreed, without the leaſt Heſitation, 
to accommodate us all on board his Ship, 


which was a very fine and roomy one, and, 


for ſome Miſdemeanor having diſcharged his 


firſt Mate, Mr Courtney conſented to ſupply 


his Place in the Voyage home. In leſs than a 
Month he had delivered his Cargo and re! 
ed, and moſt of my Brother's and Mother's 
Effects being, at different Times, ſent on board, 
I, with Betty Man and my Mother, embark-

that my Brother and Siſter ſhould cake a Tour 
to Lagos, off which Port we were to hover, 
and there hire a fiſhing Veſſel to come on 
board, upon ſeeing us in the Offing; and for 
the better Deception of the Inquiſitors, Wo 


already began to ſuſpect his Apoſtacy, they 


left the Furniture in the Houſe, and their Ser- 
vants, whom on divers Pretences they had 


paid their Wages, to recover their Retreat. 


The Wind ſitting contrary, it was ſix Days 

before we made that Port, and, after the Sig- 

nal agreed upon was hung out, we ſoon diſ- 
R 2 
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covered the watchful Pair, ſtanding out of the 
Harbour, and, backing our Sails, to our 
great Satisfaction, we got them ſafe on board 
and directly ſtood to Sea, The Voyage was 
pleaſant, ſpeedy and proſperous, and yet the 
Veſſel did not ſeem to fail ſwift enough for 
our Wiſhes, though in ſuch excellent and en- 
dearing Company, no means were wanted te 
beguile the tedious Hours. Heavens! what 
Raptures fired my Boſom, when we made 
the deat Coaſt, from which I had been fo 
long abſent, and was now returning to, with 
ſuch an Encreaſe of Happineſs; though cut to 
the very Heart that my dear Captain was dead, 
and could not participate of the Felicity he 
had ſo earneſtly Fefired: But perhaps his fleet- 
ing Spirit, now a guardian Miniſter, accom- - 
panied and ſurvey'd all our Tranſactions, and 
imoothed the rugged Waves before us. The 
firſt Land we made, was Cape Clear, and 
three Days after we caſt Anchor in the Har- 
bour of Niuſale, whence we intended to go 
by Land to Cork. My Mother and Brother, 
would inſiſt upon preſenting Capt. White with 
200 Moidores, for his good Treatment, and + 
we parted with him-and Mr Courtney, after 
they had promiſed to join us from Dublin, 
where they were bound, as ſoon as the Ship 
was delivered, the Captain promiſing alſo to 
bring over his Wife, to whom he had been 
happily wedded for a Year and an half. We 
ktt.all.our heavy Baggage at Kinſale, and haw--- 
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ing procured a Coach ſet out for the beloved 
City, which contained the Darlings of my 
Soul, and I was rejoiced to obſerve that my 
Mother, and all the Company, ſeem'd to be 
pleaſed with the Country, which I found it 


would now be difficult for me ever to leave. 


When we arrived at Cork, we repaired to a 

Gentleman's Houſe about half a Mile from 
Town, fearful of ſurprizing my Polly, with 
too abrupt a Diſcovery of myſelf, and was re- 
ceived like one returned from the Grave, and 
where we were very genteelly accommodated. 
The firſt Thing I did was to ſend to Dr Gul- 

ſton and Mr Croſby, who, to my great Satis- | 
faction, 1 heard were alive and well, and in 
leſs than half an Hour they were with me, - 
and we embraced with an Axdour that no- 
thing but pure Friendſhip can inſpire. By 
them I learned, that my firſt Letters were re- 


ceived, which had divided my Family be- 


tween the Extremes of Joy for my Safety, 
and of Sorrrow for the Death of my Father 
but that, by cheir wiſe Diſcourſes, that Grief 
had ſomewhat ſubſided though Mrs Menama- 
ra had been very poorly almoſtever ſince, On 
the Receipt of my Second; they ſeemed to 
have reſtored even that dear Woman to Life, 
with the Tidings of my ſo wonderfully find- 
ing my Mother and Siſter, and tha: now, they 
had been daily and moſt impatiently wiſhing 
our Arrival, and ſending to enquire of every . 
Ship that came into the. Harbour, After 1 
R*3 * 
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had introduced them to my Mother, Brother ] 
and Siſter, who received them as my moſt 
valued Friends, I beſought Dr Gulſfon to go 
to our Houſe, and prepare them to ſee me, 
whilſt I lowly followed him imo thẽ Ciry; it 
being now = Dufk of the Evening, leaving 


Hoſt and Hoſtefs, quite impatient to embrace 
their new Relations. As I walked very foft- 
ly, I knew he muſt arrive there near half an 
Hour before me, and therefore imagined T 
might Knock as ſoon as I came to the Door. 
which. accordingly 1 did, my Heart _—_ | 
and throbbing with ExpeCtation, Love, and 
Impatience. I had. no Fon r knocked, than 
the Door was opened by he well Knomn 
Nurſe, whom I gently ſqueeWd by the Hand, 
and, ſwiftly paſſed by, without being able to 
| ſpeak a Word, and opening the Parlour Door, 
difcoyered my dear Polly ſhedding Tears of + 


Jay, and attending to the good clergy man's 


Di courſe, and-tny. two excellent Mothers in 
much the ſame Situation, with my pretty 8on 
fitting in his little Chair and chattering by 
the Fire. At the Sight of me they gave a ſud- 
den Shriek, -notwithſtanding the Preparative 
to my Entrance, and my Wife fainted away. 
My Breaſt was ſo tumultuouſſy agitated, that, 
]- could. only bring out a few inarticulate 
Sounds, which. died upon my gue, and, 
looking tenderly on my Mothers, I . . 
my Wie, and 3 her in my Arms Bea 


of Capt. F ROW DE. wy: 
reſtoted her to Life, by my eager and warm 
Embrace; but neither of us could ſpeak but 


with our Eyes; I then ram wildh to the other 


two, and alte rnately beſtowed thoſe endear- 

ments they ſo richly merited, and ſqueez d 
my dear Boy to my Boſom, almoſt devouring 
him with Kiſſes: Fhe Doctor and the Nurſe, 
who had now entered the Apartment, could 
not help joining in dur Tears, crying out eve- 
ry now.and them . God bleſs the lovely Pair 
fat a bleffed Day! &c;--- In hart, all 
Language would be too faint to defcribe hat

At length, Reaſon, in 
ſome Meaſure reſumed her Reign, and we 
mutually congratulated each other upon this 
joyous meeting, and our Hearts overflowed 
with Delight, Tranſport, and Gratitude to 
God for all-his Mercies; and the good Cler- 
gyman was ſo affected, that he fell on his 
Knees in the Midſt of us, and, all following 
his Example, returned Thanks in an extem- 
pore Prayer, that contributed to calm our diſ- 
ordered Paſſions. | 5 
That worthy Gentleman then propoſed to 
feteh my Mother and the reſt of our Friends, 
for indeed, I was incapable of leaving the 
Apartment and the Preſence of my dear Pol- 
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ly, who look'd ſtill more beautiful, if poſſi, 

ble, then when J left her; and as to my In- 
fant he was grown a little Cherubim, and wore 
in his Face all his lovely Mother's Graces, 
He return'd i in about half an Hour, with my 


Mother, Siſter, Brother-in-Law, Betty, Mr 
Croſby, and the Gentleman and his Wife, at 
whoſe Houſe I left them, who were deſirous 
to partake in our Satisfaclion. 


My three Mothers addreſſed each other 
with extraordinary Tendernels, the warmeſt 


Thanks for the Share they all had in my Pre- 


ſervation and good Fortune, and my Mother 


and Siſter were charmed to the laſt Degree 


with my Wife and Son, whom they were 


perpetually embracing.and calling by the moſt 
endearing. Epithets, In ſhort, never could 
people be more completely bleſſed than we 


all were, this happy Night, and Mrs MNa- 


mara laid aſide all her Griefs on the Occaſion. 


A magnificent Supper was provided, and, as 
we had ſuffieient Accommodations for the 
whole Company, we inſiſted on their ftaying 


till next Morning. When the Cloth was re- 
moved, I once more related all the Adven- 


tures of our unforcunate Voyage, and drew 


Tears from every one, as well as myſelf, when 
I afreſh rehearſed the Death of my dear Fa- 
ther, and his laſt Words to me, at which, his 


diſconſolate Widow twice fainted away, and 


my Wife and her Mother were little leſs af. 


ecked; and again, when [| dwelt on our Won- 
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derful Deliverances, my meeting with my 
Mother and Siſter, and, to ſave her the Trou- 
ble, her Story, they were differently affec- 
ted; now the Tear trickled ſilently from their 
Eyes, anon loud Sobs proclaimed a ſtronger 
Senſation, and again Joy and Tranſport 
warm'd their Hearts. At length, we with- 
drew to our reſpective Chambers, where 1 
once more taſted thoſe Delights to which I 
had been fo long a ſtranger, in the Arms of 
the beſt and trueſt of her Sex. I found, by 
the dear Creature's Account, that nothing - 
had happened to diſturb them ſince my Ab- 
ſence; that they had lived very retired, in- 
dulging their Sorrows together, The next 
Day we ſent for all our Baggage from Kin- 
ſale, and, when it arrived, I delivered my dear © 
Father's Cheſt to his Relict; but the return'd 
the Key to me, ſaying, don't let me fee them, 
my dear Child, every Thing ] paſſeſs is thine, - 
only ſuffer me to hve ſtill with you, and be - 
Witneſs of your Happinels. Deareſt Mother, 
I returned---I-defire to die, the firſt Minute - 
offend you, and were 1 not ever to enjoy your 
Preſence, Life would be a Burthen, My + 
Mother and Siſter made rich Preſents, of 
Silks, Laces, &c. which they had brought on 
Purpoſe to the three Ladies; and my Wife, the 
ſecond Day after our Arrival received from 
the former a Draught for 15000 Pounds, My 
Brother: in- Law, made a public Recantation 
of. the Errors of Popery, the next Sunday, in

Dr Gulſton's Church, and we began to live a 


Life to be envy'd. 


I found our Remittances from Jamaica were 


ſafely come to Hand, and, calling our Cork 
Owners together, laid my Journal before 


them, and put into their Hands 2,200 Pounds, 
the Remains of their Adventures, ſold at the 


Brazils, after having deducted for the Wages 


of that Part of the Crew that had ſurvived, 


and they cleared my Accompts with Honour 


and Gratirude, taking upon them to ſatisfy 


all the reſt of the Parties concerned, at Lon- 
don, Amſterdam and Jamaica; and 1 gave 
up my own Share, which was 205'1, Wages 
and all included, for the Benefit of poor Mr 
Douglas's Widow at Jamaica, I alſo adver- 


tiſed in the Englich and Iriſh Papers, the 


Names of the Mate, Surgeon, and other un- 


fortunate Men, who died or were killed, 


ſince we left England, promiſing to pay to 


their Widows or Children, after Proof of 


their being ſuch, their full Wages, to the 
Time of their Deceaſe, out of my own Pock- 
et, which ſome few did apply for and receive. 

Capt. White, his Spoufe and Mr Courtney, 
came over, according to their Promiſe to viſit 


us, and I procured for the latter, the com- 


mand of a Ship in the- Streights Trade, and 
made him a Laber Preſent of an hundred 
Guineas. | 


My dear Foſter Father had, by his Will, 
left me the whole of his Fortune, after the 
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- Deceaſe of his Wife, except fifty Pounds to 
Dr Gulſton, and the like Sum to Mr Croſby, 


as he expreſſed it, for their Kindneſs to his 


Son, and Friendſhip to him and his Family, 
His Widow, however, inſiſted on my deing 
her Manager and Steward, ſo that with what 
J had before, and what was fertled on my 


Wife, I found myſelf Maſter of above 16,0001, 
with Certainty of being by my Mother and Mo- 
ther-in- Law Heir to above 14, 000 l. more, ſo 
that I began to think of retiring from Cork, 


being tired of the Hurry and Noiſe of a popu- 
lous City, and hearing of a good Purchaſe, of 


about 400 l. a Tear, in the Country of Kil- 
dare, I bought it, by Conſent of my Family, 
determining there to ſpend the Reſidue of my 


Days; being, though ſo young, heartily jad- 
ed with Rambling, and cured of any ambiti- 


ous Projects. Captain Villegas had taken-a 


Voyage to London, to ſettle his Affairs; af- 


ter which, returning to Ireland, he procured 
himſelf an act of Naturalization, and bought 
a fine Eſtate in- the ſame Country, not two 


Miles from mine, determining to live and die 
with us, and we were now ready to depart to 
our Seats, and enjoy rural Pieaſures and un- 


interrupted Content, when, Captain Courtney 
deſired my Leave to pay his Addreſſes to the 
faithful Betty Man. | 

I was fo pleaſed with the Thought of this 


Union, that J immediately propoſed it to all 
our Family, and finding Betty's Heart was al- 
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ready on the ſame Side of the Queſtion,” 1 
gave them fifty Pounds, and my Wife, Mo- 
ther-in-Law, and Mrs M*Namara, fifty 
Pounds each, my Mother and Sifter, two 
Hundred Pounds between them, and Capt. 
' Villegas furniſhed them an Houſe which he 
alſo gave them in. the City.of Cork, ſo that 
joining their Stocks together they were now 
worth upwards of ſeven hundred Pounds, be- 
ſide the ten Pounds a Tear left her by my 
Grandfather, and we celebrated the Wedding 
at our awn Expence. My Mother made Mrs 
White a noble Preſent alſo, in conſideration 
of her Obligations to.her . worthy Huſband, 
upon my Account, .and.fifty Guineas to our 
Nurſe for her Care of her Grandlon. 

Mr Croſby being advanced in Years, being 
willing to. retire, . and loth to leave us, my 
Brother- i Law and I made a Purchaſe for 
him, of a pretty little Box in our Neighbour- 
hood, which we furniſhed well with Books, 
for our common Library, and ſettled one 
hundred Pounds a Year on the Librarian for 

« . Life, and the good Dr Gulſton having ex- 
changed his. Living for that whereon we were 
ſettled, became the , Parſon of our Pariſh, 
which had no inconſiderable- Revenue, and 
prepared to ſet out with us for the Places of 
our Reſidence, after bidding adieu. to all our 
Ftiends in Cork, and hearcly inviting them 
3 to viſit us, Whenever they thought proper. 
. We arrived. there, and all ſettled to. qur 
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Content; in m] Houſe, my Dear Mrs 
M Namara and my Mother in Law. took up 
their abode, and my Mother equaily divide 
her Time, be ween us and Mr and Mrs Vil- 
legas, and icaice a Week palt but wr all 
ſpent a Day together, in the utmui: Harmony 
and Content, ever ſtudying to oblige each 
other, to perſevere in our Duties to our Ma- 
ker, and in doing Acts of Humanity ald 
Kuidacls in an Parts ot che Country and 
Kingdom. 
Captain White with his Wife, and Mr 
Courtney and his faithful Spule, frequently 
ſpend who e Months with us. and, in the 
Winter Seaſon, we generally all paſs two 
Months, a' each of yr Houſes in Dublin 
and Cork; and we ha. e once altogether taken 
a Voyage to Eng and, and vilited our Eltate 


in Buckinghamſhice, dix Years were now 


paſt, ſince we entered into this bliſstul Scene 
of Life, in which Providence has bi-fſed me 
vi h two more Sons, and Vulegas with a 
Daughter, a! d my eldeſt is now under the 
Tuition of Mr Croſby, and the Du ection of 
Dr Gulſton, a. d they have as much Credit of 
him as they hid of his tather. I have not 
yet obtain'd an Act to change my Name; but 
am about it, and my ſecond Son is baptized, 
by that of M' Namara, to keep up the ttill 
more intimate Remembrance of my excelient 
Friend and Poſter Faiher 

Thus has 2 ac laſt, through ſo 
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many Dangers and Difficulties, brought us 
all to this Port of Reſt, and continued for fo 
many Years our Felicity untainted. May our 
Example infpire thee, gentle Reader, to tread 


the ſame Pachs, to endeavour, by every Ac- 


tion of thy Life, to merit the Protection of 
Heaven, and the good Will of Mankind, 
which will draw Bleſſings on thy Head in this 
Life, and ſecure thee endleſs Happineſs in a 
future State of Exiſtence, 


Still in the Paths of Virtue perſevere, 

And not from paſt or preſent Ills deſpair ; 
For Bleſſings always wait on virtuous Deeds, 
And tho' a late, a ſure Reward ſucceeds.
